Miss Everett 
disclosed the fact that Kipling's 
given name "Rudyard" was bes- 
towed for sentimental reasons for 
it was at l^nke Rudyard. England 
that his parents first met. Con- 
tinuing the story. Miss Everett 
portrayed Kipling as a small boy. 
a young journalist and finally as 
a young novelist and poet. "Born 
at Rombay, India in 1865, educat- 
ed in England, Mr. Kipling" stat- 
ed Miss Everett, "established 
himself as one of the most inter- 
esting and forceful figures in 
modern literature, capable of pro- 
ducing an astonishing amount of 
work amazingly diverse in matter 
and form." 

Miss Everett concentrated on 
the Poetical work of Mr. Kipling 
but touched briefly on his Prose 
Works as equally appreciated. 

Several poems of Mr. Kipling's 
were read by Mrs. Theo Dissel. 
poems which brought out striking- 
ly the power of his personality 
and which revealed him as pre- 
eminently the spokesman of An- 
gelo Saxon law, order and discip- 
line, an imperalist proud of the 
achievments of his race, firm in 
his loyalty to the British Empire. 

Miss Everett concluded the 
program with a tribute to Mr. 
Kipling as having interpreted ad- 
mirably, through his literary 
work, the imperalistic age to 
which he belonged. 

Rudyard Kipling will ever re- 
main in the hearts of all men for 
who of us can ever forget the 
haunting rhymns of "Danny Dee- 
ver", "Tommy Boy" or the stir- 
ring strains of "Mandalay."

FORTUNE TOYS WITH 

NANKING CHINA'S 
IN-AND-OUT CAPITAL 

Years of boom and ordeals of 
adversity have thrust a hectic- 
tempo of life on Nanking: in the 
past two decades. Once again the 
Chinese capital is threatened as 
communist armies swarm south- 
ward. 

Eight times the seat of the 
nation's government, Nanking is 
strategically located near the 
south bank of the Yangtze in 
populous east-central China, 200 
miles from the river's mouth. In 
the 20 centuries of its importance, 
violence and destruction have 
many times been its lot notes the 
National Geographic Society. 
Taiping rebels in 1853 and Jap- 
anese invaders in 1937 brutally 
ravaged the city. 

One of the longest, widest, and 
highest city walls in much-walled 
China stretches for 28 miles 
around Nanking, enclosing an 
area somewhat smaller than the 
District of Columbia. 

Booms On Bureaucracy 

Hsiakuan. the capital's river 
port section, lies just outside the 
massive wall, which reaches 
south to encompass the dense 
heart of the city five miles inland 
from the river. Ferries ply a- 
cross the Yangtze to Pukow. 
southern terminus of government 
rail lines to Peiping, Tientsin, and 
Tsingtao. Railroad, highway, 
and river carry the trade with 
Shanghai 160 air miles southeast. 

Long known as Ginling. the 
community gained its wall and its 
present name under the Ming 
dynasty, founded in 1368. Living 
Americans can still recall when 
it was known as Nankeen, source 
of yellowish nankeen cloth. Nan-

king, meaning southern capital, 
was the city of Sun Yat-sen. 
When in 1928, it was chosen full- 
time capital of the 17-year-old 
Chinese Republic, Peking (north- 
ern capital) became Peiping 
(northern plain). 

In 1928. Nanking had 300,000 
inhabitants, virtually no lighting 
and sewage systems. Water was 
sold in the streets by the cask- 
f ul. The ensuing decade saw 
tremendous development. When 
evacuation began before the Jap- 
anese attack of December, 1937, 1 
more than a million people lived j 
in the city. Nanking had become 
China's most progressive metro- 
polis. Wide, well-lighted streets j 
had been opened, new buildings of , 
concrete and steel were in use, 
and water flowed from household 1 
taps. 

The bombing and sinking of the 
U. S. S. Panay was an incident 
of the Japanese assault on Nan- 
king. Exodus and occupation left 
the capital with 650,000 residents 
when the Japanese signed surren- 
der papers at Nanking in Sep- 
tember, 1945. 

Swelling steadily since the 
war's end, Nanking's population 
is again well past the million 
mark. Comparatively untouched 
by the calamity of continuing civil 
war, the city has boomed on the 
building program necessitated for 
the influx of clerks manning new 
government bureaus. In addition, 
jerry-built refugee villages have 
sprung up outside the guarded 
wall. 

Landmarks Outside Walls 

The Porcelain Tower, Lotus 
Lake, Purple Mountain, and the 
tomb of Sun Yat-sen, Nanking's 
foremost landmarks, lie outside 
the city gates. The Porcelain 
Tower, built in the 15th century, 
was reckoned the most beautiful 
pagoda in a land of pagodas. 
Taipings destroyed it, and only 
its bronze cupola remains, a huge 
inverted bowl outside the South 
Gate. 

Outside the East Gate, Purple 
Mountain is a memorial ground 
comparable to Washington's Arl- 
ington National Cemetery. Crown- 
ing its slopes, and approached by 
500 marble steps, is the Memorial 
Hall, and the blue-tiled maus- 
oleum of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, foun- 
der of the modern republic. Con- 
tributions from Chinese in Amer- 
ica played a part in their con- 
struction.

To the Editor:- 

Answering several questions 
about the Naval Reserve Pro- 
grams: - It is very important that 
the Navy continues to build up 
its Reserves. There are two 
branches the Class V-6 program 
which is the "Inactive Reserve" 
and the Organized Reserve. 
The Class V-6 Program: - When a 
man enlists in V-6, he incurrs no 
obligations except that he has a 
record on file with the Command- 
ant of the District. He may apply 
for training duty or training 
cruises during the year; he is elig- 
ible for transfer to the Organiz- 
ed Reserve if there is a vacancy 
in his rating in the Organized 
Unit to which he applies. In the 
V-6 are found both veterans and 
non-veterans. Veterans are parti- 
cularly desired. After enlistment 
in V-6, veterans are urged to apply 
for admittance to a unit of tho 
Organized Reserves, Non-veterans 
enlisting in V-6 have the same 
privileges as veterans but the re- 
quirements and qualifications are 
different. Requirements for en- 
listments are:- 

AGE:- New recruits or former 
members of other branches of the 
Armed Forces, 17-64. 

Former members of USN or 
USNR, 17-64. 

An applicant must be a Citizen of 
the United States; must pass a 
physical examination (not requir- 
ed for veterans discharge after 
15 August 1946): Must pass the 
U. S. Navy Applicants Qualifica- 
tion Test (not required of men 
with prior Naval Service); all en- 
listments are for a term of 4 years 
except men under 18 years of age 
enlist for their minority. 

The Navy is currently conduct- 
ing a drive for enlistments in the 
Class V-6 USNR and is particular- 
ly desirous of enlisting eligible 
veterans. 

THE ORGANIZED RESERVE:- 
This is the organization that cor- 
responds closely to the National 
Guard. To gain admittance to 
the Organized Reserve, a man 
must first enlist in the Class V-6 
Inactive Reserve. The strength of 
the Organized Reserve is limited 
by law. Each unit of the Organiz- 
ed Reserve has a complement of 
men which may not be exceeded. 
The complement specifies the rat- 
ings that may be enlisted. There- 
fore, in order for a man to be 
admitted to the Organized Re- 
serve from the V-6 Inactive Re- 
serve, there must first be a vacancy 
in his rating in the unit to which 
he applies. 

The Oganzied Reserve Units are 
located in various cities through- 
out the United States. Each unit 
has a fully equipped Armory 
where drills are held once each 
week. Each unit has a Command- 
ing Officer and a Staff of sub- 
ordinate officers. All men are 
paid a specified amount for each 
drill period they attend. 

The Navy is currently conduct- 
ing a drive to fill Organized Re- 
serve Units and is particularly 
desirous of enlisting veterans to 
fill vacancies in the ratings held 
by veterans during the war. 

Will those interested please con- 



tact Chief Burke on Tuesdavs at 
the Recruiting Office as he "is in 
a position to give detailed in- 
formation as to what vacancies 
there may be in specific ratings. 
Chief Burke will be in Winches- 
ter on Tuesdays; if you are unable 
to contact him there, fill out one 
of the "take one cards" and he 
will get in touch with you 
ANN0YMOUS LETTERS:- No 
newspaper of good repute takes 
any notice of unsigned letters.

Back in Chapel-Hill, 
firemen fumed in frustration; a 
town ordinance, forbade them tak- 
ing fire fighting apparatus beyond 
town limits. The Scouts rushed 
to the scene and in one long blist- 
ering hour of feverish work, 
brought the fire under control. 
When the county fire warden ar- 
rived with two crewmen and 
handpumps, they made short work 
of snuffing out the blaze. Three 
Scouts remained to patrol the 
area for three hours to guard 
against the fire re-kindling. 

Nearer home . . . Last winter 
the fire and water departments of 
Greenfield Massachusetts, looked 
vainly for hydrants buried under 
several feet of snow. To th' 
townspeople they said: "Shovel 
'em out, please." 

the householders said. "Oh no. 
vour job." 

While men quibbled Scouts 
shovelled. Thirty-eight Scouts and 
two Lenders cleared all hydrants 
in two evenings work. This win- 
ter the Town Selectmen say the 
water department will shovel. 
Scouts know about these events 
but there are many of us who 
with the rush and turmoil of 
every day life do not get a chance 
to assimilate just how good Scout- 
ing really is. It is something 
pood for the neighbor's boy or 
even our own boy in some cases, 
"but I wish I had more time" is 
the usual excuse.

Editor of the Star: 

In the U-tt.-r of the School Com- 
mittee published in the January 
1 1th issue of the Winchester Star, 
these words are used in referring 
to Manchester Field: "its primary 
use as an athletic facility." The 
Committee does not even imply its 
exclusive use as an athletic facil- 
ity. Its careful mention of the 
fact that there will always be '"an 
access to the field from the Junior 
High School side" is proof that it 
realizes Manchester Field is still 
legally a public park and play- 
ground established for the use of 
all residents of Winchester, young 
and old. 

The prime objective of Mr. 
Manchester and his fellow citizens 
in 1893 (See Chapman's History of 
Winchester pp. 265-270) was to 
transform an unsightly combin- 
ation of railway freight-yard, coal 
pockets, lumber yards, a tannery, 
a row of tenements and some 
marshy land into "a verdant and 
beautiful park and play-ground" 
that would add charm to the cen- 
ter of the town. 

Winchester takes pride in the 
rose-bed by the Post Office, in the 
flower-beds of our small Common 
and in the growing number of 
parks, by which our Commission- 
ers are adding to the attractive- 
ness of the town. Almost every 
passer-by used to be stirred by 
the natural beauty of the Willow- 
framed bond of the Aberjona and 
by the rose-covered fence of the 
Junior High School. At present 
no one can admire the straight- 
ened brook and the eight foot 
fence that have replaced the artis- 
tic bend and the roses. Some of 
that past beauty, however, can be 
restored. 

The School Committee states 
that the rules established for Man- 
chester Field which favor "its 
primary use as an athletic facil- 
ity" are "in keeping with the 
votes taken by the town." 1 agree 
that the majority of our citizens 
voted for the relocation of .Man- 
chester F'ield in order to facilitate 
its athletic program. Those votes, 
however, in no way cancelled out 
the other possible and actual uses 
of the land involved in the vote. I 
contend that Rule II in the letter 
of January Nth. with reference 
to closing the gates, is not just- 
ified. 

The motion passed on June 13, 
li>4(> as a Special Representative 
Town meeting and confirmed on 
July 11. lf>4<> by the vote of the 
town was in part that the land ac- 
quired from the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission in the relocation 
of the Mystic Valley Parkway and 
the Aberjona River should be 
"held by the town for enlargement 
of the Junior High School lot en- 
largement of Manchester Field 
and for a public parking place." 
There was an agreement between 
the Unitarian Church officers and 
those in charge of the relocation 
project that the parking lot would 
not be established adjacent to the 
Church property without the con- 
sent of the Church. 

At the same time verbal prom- 
ises were given by members of the 
Relocation Committee to citizens 
concerned with the future use of 
Manchester F'ield that, if it were 
necessary to erect a fence around 
the entire field, that fence would 
be the same height as the original 
one enclosing the Junior High 
School property and that there 
would be paths for pedestrians be- 
tween the Mystic Valley Parkway 
gate and the gates opening into 
Cutting street and Manchester 
road, so that Manchester Field 
could still be used and enjoyed as 
the public park and play-ground 
for which it was originally creat- 



ed. I hope that the School Com- 
mittee will feel a moral obligation 
to fulfill at least the promises of 
the Relocation Committee in re- 
gard to the paths.

Prof. Gerald B. Tallman of IT 
Cambridge street, a member of the 
Department of Business and En- 
gineering Administration at Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology, 
will supervise the selection of ten 
young executives from various 
helds of business in a national 
competition for a year of graduate 
study in the Sloan Fellowship 
Program for Executive Develop- 
ment at M. I. T. 

Prof. Tallman is director of the 
Sloan program which is operating 
again this year after a recess dur- 
ing the war. It was instituted in 
19:11 and has been supported for 
several years by grants from the 
Alfred P. Sloan Foundation, Inc. 
The program is a joint project of 
the Institue's departments of bus- 
iness and engineering administra- 
tion and economics and social 
sciences. 

The award of ten fellowships 
this year is made possible by a 
new grant of $225,000 from the 
Sloan foundation to cover a pro- 
gram of research in the field of 
executive development and educa- 
tion for a group of outstanding 
young business executives. 

The Fellowships, awarded on 
the basis of merit in a nation- 
wide competition, will carry stip- 
ends up to $4,000 for married men 
and $3,000 for single men. Re- 
cipients, on leave of absence from 
their employers, will be in resid- 
ence at the Institute from June 10, 
1949, to June 15, 1950. 

In describing the Sloan Fellow- 
ship program, Professor Tallman 
said: "The courses to be under- 
taken by the fellows are designed 
to capitalize upon their maturity 
and background and to offer an 
experience not otherwise readily 
obtainable by the young executive 
in industry. The practical prob- 
lem approach is supplemented by 
study of underlying principles in 
the consideration of such problems 
as industrial relations, financial 
management, marketing methods 
and research, production, and ac- 
counting. 

"The work of the fellows also 
emphasizes in a practical way the 
responsibilities borne by industry 
in our economic and social activ- 
ities and the effects of industrial 
operation upon other parts of the 
social structure. 

"To supplement the educational 
resource of the M. I. T. depart- 
ments, involved an important con- 
tribution is made by a distinguish- 
ed group of industrial, govern- 
ment, and labor leaders meeting 
with the fellowship men in semi- 
nars at the Institute and in field 
trips away from the Institute."

In th*e 
twenty one dept. of the Common- 
wealth he has a legal adviser to 
each and every board and commis- 
sion under these depts. His opin- 
ions has the force of law until re- 
versed or upheld by the courts. For 
all this work he has but twently 
assistants and certainly could use 
more. Mr. Parker himself had as 
his chief duty that of legal advisor 
to the various municipalities of the 
Commonwealth. Hehadtopassonall 
Commonwealth. He had to pass on 
all by-laws, codes and zoning laws 
passed by every community. And 
some of those zoning laws very ex- 
tremely difficult to survey being 
just on the edge of legality. Furth- 
er than that he touched on the 
duties of the attorney general in 
seeing that all charitible funds in 
the Commonwealth of all organiza- 
tions were properly administered. 
Of course the tax itself required 
much supervision also. In closing 
Mr. Parker told of his personal 
fight to sue the New Haven Rail- 
road on the Boston Railroad Hold- 
ing Co. case and expressed his re- 
gret that he might not see this 
interesting case thru the Supreme 
Court of United States. After 
several questions he closed this 
interesting talk.

In his challenging talk on so- 
cialized medicine, as now being 
discussed by members of Congress, 
Dr. Conlin answered three vital 
questions in the minds of most of 
those present — that socialized 
medicine in the United States 
would NOT give people their 
money's worth, it would NOT im- 
prove American medical service, 
and it would NOT reduce sickness

and disease. He was a vivid and 
sincere speaker, obviously not in 
favor of socialized medicine as 
proposed by the Murray-Wagner- 
Dingell act. but trying to present 
all sides fairly for his audience to 
draw conclusions. He related 
specific instances of cases in Eng- 
land, of doctors whom he knew, of 
patients being allotted six minutes 
per visit (and most of that time 
allotted to paper work), and of 
payment to the physician on the 
NUMBER of patients seen rather 
than on the services given. 

The socialized medicine bill now 
being discussed, he pointed out. 
looks excellent on paper, and it 
reads very well — UNTIL one 
starts to analyze it, and ask ques- 
tions. For the English system of 
socialized medicine also looks well 
on paper — and yet its working is 
quite another matter. One thing | 
Dr. Conlin stressed — competition I 
keeps standards high, in medicine 
as in all other phases of our Amer- 
ican way of life. Under govern- 
merit intervention, competition 
dies. Emphatically, the distin- 
guished speaker did not believe 
that this intervention could pos- 1 
sibly be for the best interests of 
the American people.

REPORT OF PLANNING 
BOARD STRESSES NEW 
HOUSES 

The Planning Board, in its "1th 
annua! report this year stresses 
the fad that -dwelling house con- 
struction in Winchester reached an 
all time high in 1948 with 137 new 
houses being built during t In- year. 
Th" nearest approach to this figure 
was 123 nev. houses in 1928. 

While new houses have hen 
constructed in many sections of 
the town, such building has been 
especially heavy in Precinct :i 
where 7:1 permit-; were granted, 
representing 5:-! percent of all per- 
mits for new In mses in Winches- 
ter. 

The Planning Board finds that 
the housing shortage, as it affects 
Winchester, has been largely re- 
lieved, and believes that it is un- 
likely that building construction 
will continue in 1949 at the same 
rate as in 1948, or even in 1947 
when 109 permits for new houses 
were issued. With reference to 
zoning the Board mentions the un- 
successful attempt at the last 
March meeting to have the lot re- 
quirement in residence district 
"A", comprising farms and wood- 
lands of the west side hill district, 
reduced from 15, HOP square feet to 
10,000 square feet. The Board 
finds that 15,000 square feet is ac- 
tually smaller than many commu- 
nities require for comparable dis- 
tricts and believes there should be 
no reduction in the size of such 
lots. 

In the Six Year Program of 
Public Improvements the Board 
has put ahead to 1950 the proposed 
construction of Johnson road from 
Wildwood street to Ridge street as 
part of the proposed through way 
to Lexington. Failure to obtain 
approval of the project as a Chap- 
ter 90 Project makes such post- 
ponement necessary. Funds to the 
amount of $59,800, appropriated 
last year for the construction of a 
garage at the town yard are car- 
ried over to 1949 since the garage 
was not constructed. To the ap- 
propriation are added additional 
funds of $20,000 scheduled for the 
building in 1949. 

In the important School Depart- 
ment plans the Board has had to 
revise its time table. The new- 
west side school was completed in 
1948 as scheduled, but the addition 
to the Mystic School, which the 
Planning Board believed could 
wait until 1952. now seems to the 
Board urgently needed this year. 

The Planning Board is schedul- 
ing the proposed addition to the 
Junior High School for 1949. at an 
estimated cost of $1,000,000. The 
Committee on Additional School 
Facilities recommended this add- 
ition las'. March and a committee 
has been at work since then pre- 
paring plans and securing estim- 
ates in anticipation that the com- 
ing March meeting will vote Un- 
necessary funds to commence the 
actual construction. The Planning 
Board has scheduled the proposed 
addition to the high school, a $050,- 
000 proposition, for 1951: and is 
scheduling a SfiO.000 addition to 
the George Washington School for 
1952. Between this year and 1952 
t is proposed to spend $1,910,000 
for additions to school buildings.

Committee Confers with Depart- 
ment Heads On Soaring Tax Rate 

In an effort to determine what 
steps should be taken to protect 
Winchester taxpayers from the 
burden of an estimated 22 per cent 
increase in their 1949 tax bills, the 
Finance Committee held a meeting 
last Sunday afternon with Select- 
men and representatives of the 
Highway. Park, Water and Sewer, 
Health, and Cemetery depart- 
ments. 

The meeting was also attended 
by Town Counsel and a representa- . 
five of the Town Planning Board. 

According to Mr. T. M. Hennes- | 
Bey, Chairman of the Finance Com- . 
mittee, the cooperation of the de- I 
partments represented at the j 
meeting was very encouraging. 
"While some reductions in certain 
budgets have now been agreed up- 
on, much remains to be done to 
avoid a substantial increase in the 
1949 tax rate, he said. 

1919 Tax Rate I'p Possible 
$1S.S0 Over 1944 

He referred to 1944 when just 
before the end of the war Winches- 
ter had a tax rate of $25.20. Since 
then, however, expenditures in all 
departments rose sharply and for 
the year 1949 would approach 
$1,700,00. This will be an increase 
for the five-year period of 111 per- 
cent. 

Miscellaneous receipts from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
water assessments, automobile ex- 
cise taxes, etc., will approach 
$355,000 ill 1919, an increase of 
I only 1" per cent over l'.M l. 

Valuation of local real estate and 
personal property will have in- 
creased to $37 million, an increase 
of III per cent for the five - year 
period. 

Mr. Hennessey pointed out that 
as a result of this doubling of ex- 
penditures in five years as against 
an increase of only 1:1 per cent in 
revenues outside the tax levy and 
an increase of only |n per cent in 
valuation, the tax rate bears the 
brunt of the load. This is reflect- 
ed in a tax increase of $18.80 
for the period with a jump from 
$25.20 in 1911 to a possible $44.00 
in 1949— a hike of 75 per cent. 
Change in Law Reduces School \id 
from State 
(•lie of the very distressing de- 
velopments mentioned by Mr. Hen- 
nessey was the substantial ass in 
Town revenues under Chap.er 648 
which was passed by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature on June 17, 

i 1948. Under this act a new method 
was adopted for allocating the 
Massachusetts School Fund among 
the various communities through- 

i out the Coinnionwe.-lth. 

Contrary to popular belief, this 
law did not increase the amount of 
State aid--it merely distributed the 
fund under a new formula. 

Allocated primarily on the basis 
of the number of children between 
the ages of seven and sixteen, rath- 
er than on the basis of valuation, it 

I was learned from the State Com- 
missioner of Taxation that Win- 
chester's 1949 share of the fund 
will he reduced b<- $54,000 from 
What it received in 194S. The 
money Winchester loses by this 
new arrangement will go to' other 
communities which will receive 
more. 

Thus, instead of getting more 
aid from the State to relieve Win- 
chester taxpayers in their increas- 
ed cost of school operation, it will 
be required to pay $1.50 additional 
: in the 1949 tax rate to help defray 
school costs in other communities 
in the State and thereby help to 
down tax rates in these other com- 
munities. 

Budget Cuts Made 

Mr. Hennessey explained that 
budgets have been reviewed very 

, critically and reductions totaling 
$75,000 have already been made, 
most of which have now been 

■ agreed to by the departments in- 

1 volved Other departmental hud- 
gets are still under consideration 
and it is evident that corresponding 
reductions will be necessary if all 
departments will strive toward the 
same objective— namely, a reason- 
able price in 1949 for'the services 
rendered by the Town. 
Postwar Peak Already Reached 
Mr. Hennessey concluded by sav- 
ing that in his opinion "the time 
has now come when town govern- 
ment should recognize that the 
postwar peak has alreadv been 

• reached and that a way should be 
found to call a halt to these stag- 
gering annual increases in the tax 
rate." 



NAVAL FLYER KILLED 

Lt. John M. Colgate. USSR, in 
Maneuvers on Cape Cod 

Lt. John Mari. ui Colgate of 35 
Albamont read, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kenneth M. Colgate of 40 
Elmwood avenue, lost his life Sun- 
day forenoon, January 30, when 
two Navy planes collided 4500 feet 
above Cape Cod while engaged in 
maneuvers off Welfleet. 

Lt. Colgate, a veteran of World 
War II, was piloting one of a 
squadron of 10 Navy bombers on 
an operation flight in a target 
area. His plane and another 
crashed shortly after 10:30, de- 
bris from the two damaged planes 
in turn striking a third. 

Both Lt Colgate and the pilot of 
the other plane. Ensign William R. 
Mclntyre. 24, of 22 Parkman 
street, Dorchester, attempted to 
keep their machines in the air after 
the collision, but the planes com- 
menced to break apart and both of- 
ficers had to hail out. 

Ensign Mclntyre parachuted into 
some tree.; off shore at North 
Eastham, but Lt. Colgate came 
down in the water. Ensign Mc- 
lntyre was picked up by A. F. 
Richo of North Eastham who hap- 
pened to lie driving by in a beach 
wagon. He had a canoe, and he 
and Ensign Mclntyre went in it to 
attempt the rescue of Lt. Colgate 
The canoe overturned only a short 
way out and the pair had to swim 
hack to shore. The Coast Guard 
was summoned from a nearby 
house and responded with an am- 
phibious vehicle. Ensign Mclntyre 
went with the guardsmen to at- 
tempt to rescue I.t. Colgate, but 
according to his story, when they 
finahy reached the young Winrhes- 
ti r flyer they found him lying face 
down in the water, dead. The body 
was brought ashore and taken in 
charge by Naval authorities until 
after the inquest Tuesday fore- 
noon. It was subsequently announc- 
ed that Lt. Colgate had met death 
by drowning. After news of his 
death flags on the Common and 
public buildings were displayed at 
half staff. 

The tragic crash between the 
planes piloted by I.t. Colgate and 
Ensign Mclntyre brought a third 
plane to grief and nearly resulted 
in the death of its pilot, Lt. Allen 
I!. Gettlin. 27, of 50 Naples road. 
Brookline. 

Debris from the colliding planes 
struck the bomber piloted by I.t. 
Gettlin, some of it wedging in the 
motor's intake. The lieutenant 
' thought be could fly his ship hack 
to Squantum, but found he was 
mistaken, being forced down be- 
tween Moon and Peddocks Islands. 
A Navy crash boat rescued him 
from the icy water 'of Boston Har- 
bor, but Pharmacist's Mate James 
L. Sepala of East Weymouth had to 
' nlunge into the water to save the 
flyer just as he was lapsing into 
unconsciousness.

Mr. Simonds is a real Winches- 
terite. Son of William B. and 
Martha D. (Sanderson) Simonds, 
both natives of the town, he was 
born in Winchester on the fourth 
of July, 1878, in a house that was 
torn down to make way for the 
Central Fire Station. 

After graduating from Winches- 
ter High in 1897 he was graduated 
from M. I. T. as a mechanical en- 
gineer in 1901. While at Tech he 
fired summers on the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, and after his grad- 
uation he continued firing on B. & 
M locomotives. 

After a few months as a fireman 
Mr. Simonds went to work for the 
United Shoe Machinery Company 
at the old McKay factory, then 
located on Swanton street.

WINCHESTER BOY SCOUT 
NEWS 



Boy Scout week, Februray i> tol2 
This week, Winchester Scouts 
will join with a million other 
Scouts all over the country in cele- 
brating National Boy Scout Week, 
the 39th birthday of Boy Scouting 
in America. Scouting began in the 
early 1.900's in South Africa where 
a British army officer, Robert 
Baden-Powell, trained his soldiers 
in the skills of tracking, trailing, 
and wilderness living. When Lord 
Baden-Powell returned to England 
he developed his idea into a great 
organization for boys. In 1907 he 
took twenty boys to the first Boy 
Scout camp, and in 1908 he publish- 
ed the first Boy Scout Handbook. 

Then, on a foggy day in 1909, 
William I). Boyce, an American 
publisher, was searching for an ad- 
dress in old London. He was sur- 
prised when a boy approached and 
asked if he might be of service. 
After the boy had taken Mr. Boyce 
to the address, the American reach- 
ed in his pocket and offered the 
boy a shilling. He was surprised 
when the boy refused it saying, 
"No thank you, sir. 1 am a Scout. 
Scouts do not accept tips for Good 
Turns." 

The boy told him about the 
Scouts and showed Mr. Boyce to 
Baden - Powell's office nearby. 
There, Mr. Boyce found out about 
the Boy Scouts, and decided that

HOSPITAL VISITING HOURS 



One of the problems causing 
most concern to every hospital, as 
well as to every patient and his 
friends, is that of the rules govern- 
ing visiting hours. It is not easy 
to legislate in a matter like this. 
It is one of good sense rather than 
edict. As a help toward cooper- 
ation between Winchester Hospital 
and its visitors, the desk is now- 
supplying copies of a folder which 
gives brief comments on some of 
the questions involved, such as the 
following. 

A FEW VISITORS are better 
than too many. Friends of a 
patient can well postpone some of 
their visiting until he is again at 
home. 

DO NOT SIT ON HOSPITAL 
BHDS. Your garments will con- 
taminate the sterile hospital linen. 

SHORT VISITS are a line tonic 
to a patient, but well-meaning 
friends often stay too long and ex- 
haust the patient's vitality. Try 
to make all visits brief, fifteen 
cheerful minutes are ample. 

FLOWERS .an be a burden. 
Don't deluge the patient with 
them, but try to see that they 
arrive a few at a time. Remember 
also that In- will probably welcome 
hooks, magazines and - perhaps - 
gantes for his entertainment. 

\ND. I'l l- VSE. NO SMOKING. 
It is best not to smoke at all in 
the hospital. Even confirmed 
smokers often find the odor of 
tobacco obnoxious when they are 
ill. though they will hesitate to 
tell you so. 

QUIET IS ESSENTIAL to 
healthful recovery. Try to think 
of all the way- in which you can 
add t<> tin- quiet atmosphere of the 
hospital, whether in the corridors 
or in a patient's room. Try to 
think, also, not only of your ' ' end 
who ia a patient in the hospital, 
but of others, some of them very 
ill. who are sensitive to sound ami 
tin' presence of people.

WINCHESTER CITIZENS'

SCHOOLS, PLANNING AND 
ASSESSMENTS 



The Directors of the Winchester 
Citizens' Committee have been 
holding regular meetings since 
September, 1948 in connection with 
civic affairs in Winchester. Being 
convinced that there is a definite 
place in Winchester for an organ- 
ization of civic-minded citizens, 
the Directors have undertaken a 
broad program of examination into 
Winchester affairs and problems. 
It is the hope of the Directors that 
the Citizens Committee, as an or- 
ganization, can be an effective in- 
strument for increasing commun- 
ity interest and spirit and for 
maintaining Winchester as a desir- 
able community in which to live. 

Sub-committees have been ap- 
pointed to study the school pro- 
gram, long-range town planning 
and the real estate assessment 
problem. Preliminary studies in 
these fields are now under way. 

The sub-committee on the school 
program is composed of Mr. Harry 
II. Whiton, Chairman, and Dr. 
Stanley S. Ballard, Mr. Allan T. 
Euros, Mr. Charles R. Fish, Mrs. 
John (i. Harder and Mrs. Philip J. 
Woodward. 

Mr. Otto K. Schaefer, Jr., is 
chairman of the sub-committee on 
town-planning, with Mr. Harold 
Mates, Mr. Warren Branch and Mr. 
Ralph P. Webster, Jr.. serving on 
this sub-committee. 

The sub-committee on real es- 
tate assessments and valuations is 
composed of Mr. Carl R. Rich- 
mond. Chairman, and Mr. Richard 
I). Chase and Mr. Melvin 1. Kishler. 

The Directors have requested 
that these sub-committees have 
preliminary reports ready to sub- 
mit to the membership of the Cit- 
izens' Committee and all other in- 
terested citizens and taxpayers at 
a general meeting to be held in the 
latter part of February. 



WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 
AGAIN APPROVED 



The American College of Sur- 
geons, at its annual meeting in 
December, issued its List of Ap- 
proved Hospitals in the United 
States and Canada, on which the 
Winchester Hospital is again 
placed. The listing indicates hos- 
pitals of 25 beds and over which 
have complied satisfactorily with 
the fundamental requirements that 
assure the best care of the sick • 
and injured. The Winchester Hos- 
pital has 83 beds and 20 bassinets. 

There were 3,150 approved hos- 
pitals in the United States. Canada 
and a few other countries at the 
end of 1948. This constituted 79.7 
percent of the 3.947 hospitals un- 
der survey. Of the 3,150 on the 
approved list, 2.820 or 71.4 per- 
cent are fully approved with 330 
or 8.3 percent provisionally ap- 
proved. 

During 1948 a new point rating 
system was devised in an attempt 
to achieve precision in evaluating 
hospitals, with emphasis on the 
quality of professional services 
and rare of the patient. Full ap- 
proval represents a score of 70 to 
100 percent; provisional approval, 
•id to 09 percent! and approved, be- 
low 00 percent. In 1948 there were 
13,150 approved hospitals, whereas 
I in 1918 there were only 89. It 
i should also be remembered that all 
j hospitals on the approved list are 
1 meeting much higher standards 
1 now. 

! The fundamental principals up- 
: on which is based the interpreta- 
tion of the Standard for hospitals 
follow: 

"L Modern physical plant, as- 
I suring the patient safety, comfort, 
| and efficient care. 

2. Clearly defined organization, 
duties, responsibilities, and rela- 
tions. 

3. Carefully selected governing 



"board with complete and supreme 
authority. 

4. Competent chief executive 
officer or administrator, well train- 
ed in all phases or hospital admin- 
istration, with authority and res- 
ponsibility to interpret and carry 
out the policies of the hospital as 
authorized by the governing board. 

5. Adequate and efficient per- 
sonnel, properly organized and 
competently supervised. 

6. Organized medical staff of 
ethical, competent yhpsicians and 
surgeons. 

7. Adequate diagnostic and 
therapeutic facilities under com- 
petent medical supervision. 

8. Accurate, complete medical 
records, readily accessible for re- 
search and follow-up. 

9. Regular group conferences 
of the administrative staff and of 
the medical staff for reviewing 
activities and results so as to 
maintain a high plane of scientific 
efficiency. 

10. A humanitarian spirit - the 
primary consideration being the 
best care of the patient."

i linement. We are indebted to Miss 
Sherman for her presentation of 

' this fine literary figure. 

A writer of very different qual- 
ity was the subject of Mrs. 
Blanche S. Barnard's scholarlv 
paper, "Arnold Bennett: The Man 
and his Work." One of the most 
prolific authors. Bennett produced 
novels, plays pocket philosophies, 
and a diary of over a million 
words. Friend of Galsworthy and 
many celebrities, ho traveled ex- 
tensively incorporating his im- 
pressions in extremely detailed 
stories. Life to him was romantic, 
never (lull, and he glorified the 
commonplace. Drab lives he made 
vital and interesting, as in "The 
Old W ives Tale - ', his most popular 
novel. Mrs. Barnard gave a critical 
estimate of many of his stories, 
analyzed his complex personality, 
ami placed him as an accurate 
interpreter of English middle 
class life in Hie early days of this 
century, the period which is being 
studied this winter by the Liter- 
ature Committee.

Last week we printed some of 
the fundamental rules about the 
right way to use hospital visiting 
hours. If you missed them, you 
may enjoy turning to the Star for 
February 4th to read them. From 
those brief paragraphs one thing 
stands out. namely, that the re- 
covery of a patient cannot result | 
from too many visitors who stay 
too long at his bedside. Rest is 
a chief element in his getting well. 
He is weak, and is easily fatigued. 
A little visiting is good, and will 
cheer the patient. But if he reach- i 
es the point of weariness, he will 
have lost ground in his recovery, 
and the visitors will have to be 
counted on the negative side of the 
balance sheet. His lowered vital- 
it? is also put at the mercy of 
the germs and other dirt brought 
in by visitors. Especially regret- 
table is the careless habit of sit- 
ting on or loaning against the bed. 
It is best not even to shake a pa- 
tient's hand if yours is not fresh- 
ly washed. 

The hospital administration and 
professional care of patients has 
it< part also in this problem of 
visiting hours. Normal hospital 
routine has to come to a stop dur- 
ing visiting hours. This is always 
a liability from the standpoint of < 
giving- the patients the best possi- 
ble care, and it may be serious in its 
consequences if patients are need- 
ing attention which cannot be giv- 
en during visiting hours. Please 
remember that a patient may not 
be ill enough to be forbidden by 
his doctor to have visitors, but he 
may still suffer something ap- 
proaching neglect if friends and 
members of his family are not 
thoughtful in the length of their 
visits. 

Standards of Nursing Service 

I he high standard maintained 
ill "ulrsing Service at Winchester 
lb <pital has been brought out by 
the n cent study of Greater Boston 
Community Fund agencies. So 
much has been said about the' 
shoi tage of nurses all over this 
country, and the difficulties en- 
countered in providing good nurs- 
ing service, that the information 
now available about our local sit- 
uation is specially reassuring. It 
is the best way of correcting the 
impression t'liit the care of pa- 
tients has everywhere suffered in 
recent years. Undoubtedly in 
some hospitals standards have 
been seriously compromised, but in 
the Winchester Hospital the hours 
of nursing service per patient are 
not only above the average of 
many hospitals but are above the 
standard set by hospital authori- 
ties. 

The facts about hours of nurs- 
ing service given to patients in our 
Hospital are as follows. For medi- 
cal and surgical patients the 
standard which is considered ideal 
is 3.4 hours each patient day. In 
the Winchester Hospital it is 3.57 
hours each patient day. In the 
Obstetrical service (mothers and 
infants) the ideal standard is 5.8 
hours each patient day. In Win- 
chester Hospital the mothers and 
infants receive 8.3 hours each day. 
The standards mentioned above 



and that gives us the highest pro- 
portion of any hospital in this area. 
The next highest percentage is in 
a Hospital where 81 r 'r is graduate 
nursing. Here again we see the 
importance of the Nurses Aides, 
for it is in the 10 r i of the non- 
graduate care that their hours of 
help are included. 

The facts given above are im- 
portant in showing the standards 
now maintained in Winchester 
Hospital, and are also important 
in looking forward to the future 
enlarged building. The supply of 
well-trained graduate nurses will 
continue to present a problem of 
shortage throughout the country. 
However, our Hospital which is an 
attractive place of employment in 
spite of the present stress and 
strain of overcrowding will prove 
even more attractive when it is 
enlarged and gives relief from the 
tension caused by inadequate space 
and overburdened equipment.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 



Last Saturday afternoon a large 
audience greeted Mrs. Clayton 
Jenks of Boylston Center, as she 
spoke before the Winchester His- 
torical Society, at the Winchester 
Public Library, on "Old Houses," 
with colored films. Not only were 
members and local guests present, 
but neighboring Historical Socie- 
ties sent delegates to this meet- 
ing, and such towns as Medford, 
Woburn, Somerville, Beading, 
Waketield and Arlington were well 
represented. Mrs. George E. Con- 
nor presided, with reports from 
Miss Louise Bancroft, secretary;

story of American homes from the 
early days when the English set-

She 
traced the stages of American 
homes from that first thatched 
roof stage to the garrison type, 
the gables, the gambrel roof, the 
Georgian and Cape Cod homes, ex- 
plaining how each type came into 
being.

It's moderns this month at the 
Library Art Gallery with the Win- 
chester Art Association showing 
paintings from the Boris Mirsky 
Galleries. There is a lot of color 
in the show, much of it pleasing 
and some undeniably beautiful. 
There is also some good drawing, 
strange a- it may seem, witness 
that large canvas. "Mother and 
Daughter" by Barbara Swan and 
tb.it clean-cut painting. "Lynn Gas 
and Fleet ric Company" by Bessy 
Creighton, which looks almost like 
a lithographed illustration on an 
industrial calendar. 

The Swan painting would grace 
the most conservative show, it you 
will except the background, the 
pose of the figures being admir- 
able, each in it> age bracket, while 
the expressions, features, flesh 
tones and costumes are whollv nat- 
ural. 

Ann Lyman has expressed the 
utter weariness and resignation of 
the type of person she paints in 
her "Woman Knitting", a thought- 
provoking, if not particularly pleas- 
ing, study. "Street in Paris" by 
Glenna Miller has a lot of 
atmosphere and perspective, if 
not draftsmanship. There is ex- 
cellent detail in the gilded wall 
lantern, and much human interest 
in the realistically painted old man 
stumping down the street on his 
cane. 

"Shoes" by Ellsworth Kelley is 
a most unusual large study of 
many sorts of well-worn male foot- 
gear, huddled together on a non- 
discript floor of the shower or 
locker-room type, well drawn and 
embellished with a pair of bare 
feet in the upper right background. 

These studies just about run the 
gamut of those easily appreciated 
by your average observer. The 
others may well want a bit of in- 
terpretation. You can however 
appreciate the fluidity and beauty 
of color in "Serenade" by Esther 
Geller, even if you can't under- 
stand it. and wonder about the ab- 
stract, "Still Life" by Herbert 
Lieberman, a dimentional paint- 
ing that also has color appeal. 

Strikingly imaginative, if of lit- 
tle beauty, is "Astrological Sym- 
bol" by John Northey, depicting a 
goat's head and forelegs on a fish's 
body, done in yellow and green 
against a roughly painted brown 
background. 

"Schooner" by Carl C. Nelson is 
remarkable for its unusual sky and 
sea treatment and for its streaks 
of canary yellow through the white 
ship. Not the conventional ship 
picture by quite a long shot, but 
daring, you can't question that 
either, any more than you can the 
courage that prompted" the scarlet 
red buildings across the street in 



"Philadelphia Interior" by Frank 
Carbone. It probably took a bit of 
doing to get those buildings prop- 
erly in perspective with that vivid 

shade. 

The drawing seems crude in this 
study, but obviously the artist is 
not concerned with perfection, any 
iliorc than Bernard Cheete is with 
proportion in his "Self Portrait", 
-h •wing a young man in a brown- 
ish sino.'k preternaturally atten- 
uated to appear tall beyond belief. 

Vou will look again and again at 
"Autumn" by Fay Abrahams, 
showing a single tree that resem- 
bles a big ball of that luscious met- 
allic red color that makes Christ- 
mas tree ornaments so fascinating, 
renting upon a tiny trunk against 
an equally beautiful background 
of that luminous purplish blue you 
find in peacock feathers. 

By all means see this show. You 
may not like it, but there seem to 
be many who do like what the 
moderns do, and the Art Associa- 
tion docs well to give its members 
the chance to see this particular 
art form. And if you should hap- 
pen to run into Mrs. Lobingier in 
the gallery, you can find out the 
"why" of much that will probably 
puzzle you. Even then you may 
not like it. We have to admit we 
don't!

WINCHESTER MEN RECEIVE 
PATENT 

Or. January 25. 1949. the United 
State- Patent Office granted par- 
ent number 2,460.201 on a "Lam- 
inated Envelope Structure For 
Electron Discharge Devices" to 
John G. Trump. Winchester, and 
Robert W. Cloud, Lexington. 

The preferred form of high 
voltaire x-ray tubes, or similar de- 
vices that are used in nuclear re- 
search, comprises a series of alter- 
nate mettallic and glass insulating 
rings properly sealed to each other 
and interposed between two elec- 
trodes to which power is applieu. 
To get a clear picture of these de- 
vices, it should be noted that a 
typical tube has an over-all length 
of about four feet, an outside di- 
ameter of about three inches, with 
the diameter of the opening in 
each metal ring being about one 
inch. These metal discs are placed 
one third of an inch apart from 
each other, and they extend for 
a length of about twenty-four 
inches within the tube. 

Heretofore these metallic and 
glass sections were sealed to each 
other by heating them until the 
glass softened and became plastic, 
at which time the parts assumed 
their final spaced relation. How- 
ever, according to Messrs. Trump 
and Cloud, these methods were not 
entirely satisfactory in that they 
necessitated the use of materials 



with approximately the same rate 
of expansion under heat, caused 
deformation of the glass elements, 
and resulted in an impaired elect- 
rical performance. 

It is therefore the object of 
their invention to provide a sol- 
ution to this problem, and for this 
purpose, they have discovered that 
an adequate bond may be obtained 
by using a thin film of special 
plastic material as the adhesive 
medium between the parts. As ad- 
vantages of their system, all of 
the discs of a tube may be mount- 
ed on a mandrel and secured to- 
gether in a single heating oper- 
ation; their mechanical strength in 
tension is over 2.0(H) pounds per 
square inch; and more than 2,000,- 
000 volts may he safely applied to 
the tube. Furthermore, the electri- 
cal and mechanical properties of 
the apparatus remain unimpaired 
for a long period of time.and there 
is complete freedom of choice of 
materials for both the insulating 
and metallic members. 

This patent has been assigned to 
the Research Corporation, New 
York, N. Y.

The United States had a govern- 
ment for the people, but not yet 
Ivy the people. There was h gov- 
erning class in the town, the state, 
and the nation. The log-cabin was 
not regarded as a breeding-place 
f«>r statesmen, and if a fortune- 
teller bad whispered in the ear of 
Jefferson that the babe in Nancy- 
Hank's arms would one day sit in 
the President's chair, the imagin- 
ation even of that great Democrat 
would have been staggered. 

Lincoln's death, as well as his 
birth, seems remote to the people 
of this generation. It is commonly 
said that life has changed quite 
! as much in the few decades which 
! have passed since he died as it 
sometimes has changed in an equal 
number of centuries. Certainly 
| the country, which he did the most 
I to save, his grown more in popu- 
lation in that brief period than it 
grew in the two hundred and fifty 
years before. Its growth in wealth 
and luxury has been even more as- 
tounding. One of our multi-mil- 
lionaires today could have brought 
and sold all the millionaires of the 
world in 1865. Probably there is 
one railway system now with as 
much mileage as there was in all 
the land then. One city in these 
days has as many people as there 
were in all the cities together in 
those days. 

Life is so swift that men of mid- 
dle age think of Abraham Lincoln 
as among the ancients. 

Distance, however, does not dim 
the fame of Lincoln. The years 
only increase the force of the les- 
son which his life teaches. Time 
and change have served to make 
his example even more needed and 
more useful. 

As the strife in which he spent 
himself recedes and subsides, bis 
figure looms larger and clearer. 
Controversy has fallen away from 
him. He ho longer leads a party, 
as Jefferson and Hamilton still do. 
All parties invoke his name. In 
the growing harmony and security 
of the federation of states, he is 
ceasing to be the chieftain of a 
section. In the end all Southerners 
will claim him, as many Southern- 
ers already are claiming him. 
s The self-respect of the new 
South does not require that a line 
he spoke or wrote be stricken out. 
He stands as the true prophet of 
the reunited people in this hap- 
pier day, when the mere reminders 
of the battles between fellow- 
countrymen have long been drop- 
ped from the regimental standards 
of the army of the nation and the 
very name of rebellion has been 
discarded by the government at 
Washington. 

"The Union with him, in sen- 
timent, rose to the sublimity of a 
religious mysticism," said Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, the Vice-pres- 
ident of the Confederacy, while 
Henry W. Grady, the most eloquent | 
spokesman of that great and flour- 
ishing South, which has risen from 
the devastation of war, pronounc- 
ed him 'the first typical American, 
the first who comprehended within 
himself all the strength and gentle- 
ness, all the majesty and grace of 
this republic.' 

In truth, Lincoln is rising above 
politics entirely. The concrete 
issues, for which he directly stood 
as a statesman, are of the past. 
He is coming more and more to 
stand for social rather than polit- 
ical principles. - for democracy in 
all things, in all lands. 



"His countrymen are thus mov- 
ing to place him on the broades. 
firmest, and most enduring basis, 
where the vicissitudes of politics 
and government cannot reach him. 
It well may be that in time the 
world will take him, that he will 
cease to be even national, and that 
all the races of his "plain people' 
everywhere, catching the inspir- 
ation of his career, will make uni- 
versal the old chant: - 

" 'We are coming, Father Abra- 
ham!' 

"Whether Lincoln ranks with, or 
outranks. Washington, is an old 
but not important question. Com- 
parison is unnecessary. 

"Men who may be counted off in 
pairs, whether in history or among 
pur everyday associates, are not 
interesting. A real man suggests 
no one but himself. Abraham Lin- 
coln was not made in any other 
man's mould, and when he was 
made his mould was broken. 

"As a brave, adroit, and patriotic 
soldier, Washington led the Amer- 
ican people to independence. As 
a wise, prudent and incorruptible 
statesman, he led them in estab- 
lishing a government. He was the 
foremost American in the last 
twenty-five years of his life. 

"On the other hand, Lincoln was 
on the national stage hardly half a 
dozen years. Until his debate with 
Douglas in 1858, he was unknown 
outside of Illinois. So brief a 
record, however crowded, could not 
account for so great a renown. 

When we think of Washington 
we think of what he did. When we 
think of Lincoln we think of what 
he was. True, he wielded a greater 
arid more despotic authority than 
Washington or any other American 
ever wielded. Nevertheless, he is 
remembered and revered more as 
a man of ideals than as a man of 
power. 

The smoke of battle has rolled 
away from Lincoln. We know he 
was the master of generals and the 
leader of armies; but that is not 
the picture which posterity carries 
in its mind's eye. The Kentucky 
log-eahin. and not the White 
House, is in the back-ground of that 
familiar picture. He is surrounded 
not with the gleaming bayonets of 
the martial millions whom he com- 
manded, but by the primeval forest 
of his Indian wilderness, an axe 
rather than a sword in his hand. 

We dwell less on his triumphs 
at the bar than on his achievements 
in arithmetic on a wooden shovel, 
with a lump of charcoal for a pen- 
cil. Oftener we see him among his 
rustic familiars on the banks of 
the Sangamon than in the camp of 
his grand army on the Potomac, 
among his bucolic equals in the 
streets of Springfield than with his 
outriders in the avenues of Wash- 
ington. His little Gettysburg ad- 
dress is worth more to us than all 
his official messages to Congress. 

We mark the height of glory 
which he gained, but chiefly to 
measure his lifelong struggle up- 
ward from the depths of poverty 
and ignorance, whence he rose. 

A passionate protest assails the 
historian, who attempts to remove 
or modify a single trace of the | 
disadvantages over which he 
triumphed. That is the Lincoln 
who is sacred to us. That is the 
Lincoln whom Americans claim 
wholly as their own. 

Other nations have bred great 
statesmen, hut other nations have 
not bred them the way Lincoln was 
bred, 'as God made Adam,' said 
Lowell, "out of the very earth, un- 
ancestried. unprivileged, unknown.' 



N'apoleon might boast he made his 
marshals out of mud. but he did 
hot make his statesmen from that 
material. In the upheaval of war, 
men sometimes rise from the bot- 
tom. In tiu- work of peace, the 
upper crust generally reman- in- 
tact. Even the French Revolution 
did hot develop one peasant leader 
among its statesmen. 

Lincoln's greatness is still a 
mystery, to many a miracle. Poss- 
ibly it may have been fundamental- 
ly the common sense of a common 
man. The world does not yet know, 
for it has no standard by which to 
try him. since he is the only com- 
mon man who has walked in a high 
place without losing his common- 
ness, the only man of the people in 
the pages of history whom no 
honor could exalt above his native 
simplicity. 

It was reserved for Lincoln to 
verify to the world the American 
contention, proclaimed in 177(5, 
that all men are tit to govern them- 
selves. It remains for future gen- 
erations to catch the full meaning 
of his life. 

If his countrymen to-day should 
see ahead of them a task like his in 
tne t ivil War, would they dare to 
choose one of his bringing up for 
that task? Would they not put 
their trust in training rather than 
ennracter - in an expert rather 
than in a man? 

■i tne resistless progress of 
democracy, the race will learn 
'how much truth, how much mag- 
nanimity, and how much state- 
craft await the call of opportunity 
in simple manhood, when it be- 
lieves in the justice of God and 
the worth of man.' Then, it may 
be, that the career of Lincoln will 
cease to be a riddle, and that a 
line of Lincolns will, like him, 
spring from the soil - yes, even 
from city pavement-. - and usher 
in the reign of common men and 
common sense. 

Meanwhile, all men may find in 
Lincoln's life an inspiration 
against every obstacle in then- 
pathway, whether they be chop- 
pers, fishers, or ploughmen. As 
toil and hope redeemed him, so 
any one may redeem himself from 
poverty, illiteracy, and obscurity, 
the disinherited may claim their 
inheritance, the unschooled may 
make their scantiest leisure their 
teacher, and the benighted hew 
their way out of the wilderness of 
gn. i ranee. 

As Washington is the father of 
his country, so Lincoln stands for 
the brotherhood of the American 
people. He himself passed through 
all classes and belonged to hone. 
The boast of heraldry and the 
claim of privilege are covered with 
irony in the presence of 

"This hind of princes peer, 
This rail-splitter, a true-born 
king of men." 

As the Christian church always 
returns from afar to its humble 
source in the rude manger of Beth- 
lehem, so must Americans, while 
the name of Lincoln lasts, own 
their kinship with the low- 
born, the poor, and the ignorant.

Mr. Bond gave his usual com- 
pletely satisfactory performance 
of the pater familis, blending su- 
avity, bewilderment, apprehension 
and outraged diginity with a sure 
touch.

The late Richard M. Farnsworth 
of Winchester, was one of the 70 
Trinity College, Hartford, Conn- 
men, who died in World War II to 
whom a new Memorial Field House 
was dedicated Saturday, Fehruary 
12. 

The $445,000 structure was given 
as a war memorial by 4.057 alumni 
and friends of the College in the 
125th Anniversary Development 
Program which raised a million 
and a half dollars during the past 
two years. 

Mr. Farnsworth entered Trinitv 
in September 1942. He left in 1943 
and enlisted in the United States 
Army Air Forces. He attained the 
rank of sergeant on February 25, 
1944 and went overseas to New- 
Guinea. He was killed in action on 
June 13. 1944, over Palau Island in 
the Caroline Islands. He is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Harold V. 
Farnsworth. 4 Central Green.

The popularity of the subject, 
the sunshine, and the well-known 
hospitality of the hostess all con- 
spired to bring out a large attend- 
ance at the Education meeting of 
the League of Women Voters held 
on Wednesday February 2nd at the 
home of Mrs. Leon F. Sargent, 8 
Central street. "Education" is a 
completely natural field of interest 
for League members whether it is 
"support for an adequate building 
program for Winchester schools," 
or concern for equal educational 
opportunities through-out the 
country and state. Mrs. Robert 
Drake, chairman of the Education 
Committee, presided at the after- 
noon's program. The speakers 
were Mrs. Robert Mathewson and 
Mrs. John White of the Winchester 
League, and Mrs. Donald Williams 
of Belmont. 

In reporting on the status quo of 
the Senate Bill for Federal aid to 
Education which is now in commit- 
tee, Mrs. Mathewson said that it 
is expected to be reported out 
favorably soon and will probably 
pass both houses of Congress this 
year. Three hundred million dol- 
lars will go to the States. The Fed- 
eral government will have no con- 
trol over the spending of the 
money. Each State will disperse 
its own funds. 

Improved State Aid to public 
education on an equalization basis 
is one of the items on the State 
League Program. Mrs. Donald 
Williams spoke on this complicated 
problem with obvious knowledge of 
her subject and with great charm. 
Her interesting manner made Un- 
report which was entirely concern- 
ed with figures, a very' palatable 
one. However it was made obvious 
that neither the Bill which passed 
the general court last year nor the 
revised Pill on State aid introduced 
this year are likely td actually 
improve education in the towns 
since the funds paid to the towns 
are not ear-marked for education- 
al use. Also it is apparent that 
under the provisions of the Bill.; 
the local property tax will not be 
relieved except in the poorer towns 
at the expense of towns such as 
Winchester. 

Mrs. John White made a most 
excellent report in the probable 
schools needs of Winchester as the 
town is now growing. She summar- 
ized the material that is being pre- 
sented at the school meetings, and 
spoke with particular appreciation 
"f the time and effort that the 
members of the School Building 
Committees have given to make 
this information available to the 
entire town.

Why 
should I hi- forced at any time to 
walk half a mile out of my way and 
to trespass ovei school property 
in oilier to enter a public play- 
ground, one of whose gates is only 
steps from my door? 
The original plan of the Reloca- 
tion Committee called for an un- 
fenced area between Manchester 
road and the Parkway with a path 
for pedestrians through it to re- 
place their former sidewalk. 
Though a fence was erected later, 
its gates were so located that we 
now have a right of way through 
the field between the Cutting street 
gate ami the Parkway gate on 
weekends and holidays and from 
'.t A M. to 2 P. M. on days when 
schools are in session. 

Why should the gates be closed 
after 2 P M. on school days even 
when athletic activities are not go-

FINAL SCHOOL MEETING AT 
HIGH SCHOOL 
NEXT THI RSI) AY 

After carrying their message to 
all parts of the -Town by means of 
public meetings in all of the ele- 
mentary schools, The Winchester 
School Committee will complete its 
series of meetings at the High 
School Auditorium next Thursday 
evening, February 24, beginning 
at quarter to eight. 

Al interested citizens who want 
to inform themsel.es at first hand 
about the School Committee's de- 
cisions may hear for themselves 
from the School Committee at that 
meeting. 

Major item-: among the ( ommit- 
tees' recommendations are an addi- 
tion to the .Mystic School, made 
necessary by a disproportionate 
amount of building m inai area 
and an ever growing pre-schuol 
population there; and completion 
of the Junior High School to make 
it adequate for the type of school- 
ing being attempted there and 
large enough to accommodate tin- 
ninth grade which becomes the 
third class in a 15-8-3 school pro- 
gram. 

The li-.'i-:! program may he ex- 
plained as follows: the (i refers to 
tin' elementary school years from 
kindergarten through the sixth 
grade: the first three refers to 
grades seven, eight, and nine (now 
known as high school freshmen I ; 
the final number three refers to 
the three remaining years of public 
school, familiarly called the sopho- 
more, junior, and senior classes. 
■ Winchester's present school pro- 
gram has the Town's children at- 
tend an elementary school through 
the sixth grade, attend the Junior 
High School through grades seven 
and eight, have their freshman 
year in the Wadleigh building, and 
finally spend their last three years 
in tin- senior high school building. 

Administrators have been troubl- 
ed by the inability of the ninth 
grade (freshmen) to have a suffi- 
ciently broad curriculum in the 
present program before the high 

school years. In the junior high 
• school the pupil is not hound so 
rigidly to a set program of studies 
as the senior high school must have

JAMES RECEIVES PATENT 



On January 25, 1949. the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,459,821) on a "Fraction- 
ation of Unsaturated Glyceride 
Oils" to Edward M. James, of 
Winchester. 

Notwithstanding its technical 
title, this invention pertains to an 
improved method of separating 
soybean oil, linseed oil, fish oils 
and the like into two separate com- 
ponents, each of which is suitable 
for use in particular fields. 

For example, it is known that the ' 
aforementioned oils, when subject- 
ed repeatedly to high temper- 
atures, have undesirahle odor and 
taste characteristics. However, j 
they may be split intp wh«* may' 
k> termed "lOVt saturated" and ; 
les« saturated" elements, the for- 1 
mer being applicable for edible 
purposes, soaps, etc., and the lat- , 
ter, which still contain the undesir- 
able properties, are adapted es- i 
peeially for paints, varnishes and 1 
other similar purposes. 

Various methods have been pro- 1 
posed heretofore for effecting this 
separation, but, according to Mr. 
James, they have not been com- 
pletely satisfactory. One of these 
suggested processes involves the 
use of "fractional distillation", an 
arrangement by which the oil is 
vaporized and separated into the 
two desired components by reason 
of the fact that the latter have 
different boiling points. However, 
this procedure is expensive and dis- 
advantageous because of the high 
vacuum necessary and the relative- 
ly large amounts of heat required. 

It is therefore the object of Mr. 
James' invention to present a so- 
lution to this problem, and, in gen- 
eral, he accomplishes this end by 
mixing the oil with a suitable sof- 
vent and rapidly chilling such mix- 
ture, with appropriate agitation, to 
a temperature within a range of 
20 to 60 degrees below zero, Fah- 
renheit. As a result, there are 
formed a highly viscous and a 
liquid component, the former being 
a product that is adaptable admir- 
ably for edible and soap purposes 
while the latter finds utility in 
paints. 

It is claimed that the process of 
this invention is continuous in its 
operation.

A comprehensive Nurses' Aide 
Course will begin on Monday morn- 
ing. February 28, at 9 o'clock at the 
Winchester Hospital, sponsored by 
the local chapter, American Red 
Cross, with Mrs. Angeline O' 
Leary, acting superintendent of 
nurses, as the instructor. A num- 
ber of women have already enrolled 
in the course -- their ages being 
between 18 and 47 - - and there are 
still places for more aides, al- 
though the enrollment is necessar- 
ily limited.

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL I 
BUILDING FI ND 

Memorial Gifts-Past and Present 

To those who have given memo- 
rial gifts to the Winchester Hos- 
pital in past years, the Building 
Fund Committee has something to 
say which it considers very import- 
ant. Many rooms in the Hospital 
have bronze nameplates recording 
a gift when the first hospital unit 
was built on Highland avenue in 
1917, and, later, when the wing was 
added in 19 J". These gifts repre- 
sent permanent investments in the 
Hospital property, and all records 
of them will be carefully preserved 
and will be included in the allot- 
ments of units in the enlarged and 
reconstructed hospital. 

The nameplates will, of course, 
be undisturbed wherever in the 
present building the rooms will 
continue to serve the same use as 
at present. The revised plans leave 
relativley undisturbed the rooms on 
the second and third floors of the 
present building. There will be ex- 
tensive reconstruction affecting 
the first floor, and less fundament- 
al changes on the fourth floor. 
Whenever there is a memorial unit 
in the reconstructed areas which in 
future will be devoted to a use dif- 
ferent from the original one, the 
donors will be consulted -when they 
are available-in order that space in 
the new hospital may continue the 
function served by the present 
memorial room. When no repre- 
sentative of the donors can be 
found, the Building Fund Commit- 
tee will make itself responsible for 
preserving the original investment 
in connection with some spot in the 
new hospital. 

The Committee is getting in 
touch with all past memorial donors 
insofar as their whereabouts are 
known. Friends of the Hospital can 
help in making connection between 
the Building Fund Committee and 
families who may no longer live 
in Winchester.

Everett D. Chadvick of 24 Ever- 
ett avenue, retired patent lawyer 
and for nearly 50 years a resident 
of Winchester, died Monday, Feb- 
ruary 21, at his home following a 
brief illness with heart disease. 

Mr. Chadwick was the son of 
Harrison E., and Ellen E. (Tucker) 
Chadwick. He was born August 13, 
1867, in Bradford, attended the 
Bradford schools and prepared for 
college at Phillips Andover Acad- 
emy. After graduating from Wil- 
liams College he went to Washing- 
ton, D. C, where he worked for six 
years in the Government Patent 
Office. 

Returning to Boston, Mr. Chad- 
wick entered a law office where he 
worked days, studying law at Bos- 
ton University nights. He was 
graduated from B. U. Law School 
and for a time had his own office on 
State street in Boston, specializing 
in patent law and being a member 
of the Massachusetts, Illinois and 
Federal bars. 

Mr. Chadwick filed the original 
patent for the Gillette safety razor 
company and soon afterward joined 
the company, taking charge of its 
patent and copyright affairs. He 
was associated with Gillette for 25 
years until his retirement from the 
firm in 1931.

Harry Good, widely known 
horseman and a former resident of 
Winchester, died Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 22, at his home, 14 Franklin 
avenue, Medford, following a 
month's illness.

POLITICAL HONESTY PAYS 



Editor of the Star: 

We read recently a statement by 
the Chairman of our School Com- 
mittee, in wheh he hoped the tax- 
payers would not consider them- 
selves as forgotten men. 

He needn't worry! The taxpay- 
ers are only too well remembered, 
and they won't forget in a hurry 
the greatest spending school com- 
mittee in the history of Winches- 
ter. 

It is his forgotten men whose 
money this great committee wishes 
to spend, some two million dollars 
as an opening wedge, not forget- 
ting before completion of any pro- 
ject, the final figure always runs 
some 20'/' greater. 

He also objects to a pupil spend- 
ing too many years in any one 
school, and states it has been 
proven it is not beneficial to the 
child. 

Just what the proof is we do not 
know, but it would seem to us that 
every child has a complete change 
every single year, rooms, teachers, 
and some companions. It could be, 
too, that the pupil isn't in such a 
hurry to leave his old familiar 
school as the chairman might sup- 
pose. 

A statement was made by an- 
other member of this greatest of 
all spending committees that the 
new Andrews Hill school will be 
finished within its original con- 
tract. 

This is certainly good news, and 
sets at rest persistent rumors that 
more money is going to be neces- 
sary and that plans had to be 
changed and that the finished pro- 
duct isn't what it was going to be 
and that the school will be very 
nearly filled the day it is opened. 
If this last is so, we can expect a 
clamor for an addition there soon 
to add more cigarette money to the 
taxes of the men the School Com- 
mittee doesn't want to feel for- 
gotten! 

This same committee member, 
in trying to soften up these million 
dollar blows, referred to them as 
cigarette money, only the cost of 
a package a week, $1.16, per 
thousand dollars of property valu- 
ation, per year. 

We question this $1.1(5 figure, 
which probably covers a package of 
"El Ropo's," and think he should 
try to do business with a more ex- 
pensive brand, "Gold Brick", for 
example. This would be nearer the 
actual cost of $2.00. 

This reference to cigarettes was 
good, as one can build up a beau- 
tiful smoke screen with them. 

This $2.00 "Gold Brick" package 
really means each home owner adds 
$20.00 per year to his tax if his 
property valuation is $10,000, 
$30.00 if $15,000, and $40.00 if $20,- 
000. 

Mr. Forgotten Taxpayer, just 
pay this little amount each year 
for the short period of 20 years, 
and then you can tear up the mort- 
gage, and stop smoking, but don't 
forget this is only an extra. 

Your town taxes have got to go 
up also in spite of all efforts of 
your Finance Committee, who are 
doing everything to keep these 
rising taxes as low as possible. 

These school committee spenders 
all knew that the taxes in Winches- 
ter have averaged a $4.00 increase 
for the past four years, and they 
also knew this year would be no ex- 
ception. 

Did they give this any consider- 
ation? Apparently not. except to 
say Winchester citizens can well 
afford more tax dollars. 

They travelled along a single 
track, on a one way street, and ap- 
parently they never gave thought 
to some of their fellow citizens, 
who couldn't find places to live in, 
and finally in desperation bought 
homes at prices they simply could 
not afford. 

What with mortgages, high cost 
of foods, clothing, and steadily 
rising taxes, just how are they go- 
ing to keep these homes? How did 
that cigarette money stuff sound to 
them? 

The American Sugar Refinery 
has just been reported going to 
build a beautiful office building in 
Boston. To-day the plan is with- 
drawn, because of excessive coats. 

We all know business is disturb-

Editor of the Star: 

No individual in the body politic I 
is more despicable or lower in the 
social scale than the politician who 
votes for what he considers his 
own interest rather than for the 
good of all the people. Just before 
the last election a Congressman 
was asked if he favored a certain 
measure. "Yes," he answered. 
"Will you vote for it?" "That 
would be political suicide," he re- 
plied. 

"What this country needs most 
today la Congressmen who will 
vote for what they think is right 
whether they are reelected or not." 
When the people learn that the leg- 
islator who represents them will 
do that, they will see to it that he 
is reelected. Exemplifying the 
truth of this is the record of the 
late Walter S. Goodland, Republic- 
an Governor of Wisconsin. The 
people learned that he was honest, 
conscientious, fair, and fearless. 
He vetoed more than sixty bills 
sent to him by the legislature for 
his signature because he consider- 
ed them unsound. These bills were 
sponsored by such groups as the 
I.aFollette Progressives, 'the So- 
cialists, New Deal Democrats, Re- 
publicans of his own party. Veter- 
ans, and Labor Unions. Notwith- 
standing, he received such tributes 
as, "Our most honest governor in 
forty years." "One of the finest 
governors Wisconsin has ever 
had;" this from a member of an 
opposing party. "I have always 
fought Republicans," said the edit- 
or of the Madison Capital Times at 
a meeting of young Democrats, 
"but as long as Walter Goodland 
is governor he is going to be backed 
by my paper." When he ran for 
reelection in his second campaign 
he made no promises, returned all 
campaign contributions, said tax 
reduction was out of the question, 
paid his own expenses which 
amounted to a little over two thou- 
sand dollars, and when the ballots 
were counted it was found that he 
had received more than the com- 
bined total of all his opponents. 
At that time he was over eighty 
years of age, the oldest governor in 
the nation. 

This teaches that uprightness in 
the long run. even in politics, is 
the best policy. Honesty is the 
mother of confidence, it lightens 
the heart, engendors hope and 
courage, and helps to overcome the 
difficulties that beset one. 

At the head of our Government 
today we have a dyed in the wool, 
Pendergast, New Deal politician. 
With that fact in mind one may 
chart his probable political course 
with reasonable accuracy. For the 
last twelve years the New Deal 
administrators have been leading 
the people down the left trail of 
socialism having made a favored 
class of organized labor, exempt 
from constitutional law. France 
went the same way to the most 
amazing debacle that ever befell a 
great nation. 

What must we do in order to be 
saved ? To begin with, "suffer not 
yourselves to be betrayed by a 
kiss." Beware of the selfish polit- 
icians. If you see a wrong, pub- 
licize it. Heed the warnings of our 
elder statesmen. Join in non-pol- 
itical, bi-partisan movements for 
the good of the nation. There is no 
difference between an honest, pat- 
riotic Republican and a Democrat 
with the same attributes. 

The Hon. William R. Pattangall 
of Maine, an outstanding Democrat 
until alienated by the impossible 
New Deal, was Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of his state. In 
one of his published articles he 
wrote, "The real fact is that the 
whole, vast scheme of federal aid 
is a delusion and a snare. It is 
especially designed to encourage 
extravagance, waste and political 
corruption. Either federal money 
is divided among the states propor- 
tionately to the revenue derived 
from them, or the people of certain 
states are paying a part of the bills 
of other states as well as their own. 
There is no such thing as federal 
aid. Buying a man's vote with his 
own money is the latest manifes- 
tation of the New Deal altruism." 

President Wilson, Democrat, said 
in an address in Chicago, March 14, 
1908, "Government commissions 
cannot possibly understand busi- 
ness better than those who conduct 
it. Their regulative interference 
with business will only complete 
the confusion and embarrassment 
into which we are so rapidly stumb- 
ling. The old processes of law are 
the more difficult but the more ef- 
fective." 

Colonel House, politician and 
diplomatist, adviser to President 
Wilson, said there was only one 
man in the United State? who could 
have defeated Governor Roosevelt 
in his first campaign for the pres- 
idency and he did not "choose to 
run." It was the quiet, unaffected, 
sincere Vermonter Calvin Coolidge 
Mid, "I favor a 



omy, not because I want to save 
money, but because I wish to save 
people. The men and women of 
this country who toil are the ones 
who bear the cost of government. 
Every dollar we carelessly waste 
means that their lives will be so 
much more meager. Every dollar 
that we prudently save means that 
their lives will be so much the more 
abundant. Economy is idealism in 
the most practical form." 

It is plain to see why the people 
honored and supported Goodland 
and Coolidge. They were cour- 
ageous, guileless and incorruptible. 
They won the confidence of the 
electorate. The problems before 
the Congress today that are incit- 
ing its wrangling could be wisely 
solved by following their precepts. 
It is neither trusted nor respected. 
We must have government of the 
people, by the people, for the 
people if we are to be saved. That 
was Lincoln's idea of democracy. 
Benjamin Franklin, Lord Macau- 
ley,, Daniel Webster and our wisest 
elder statesmen uttered the same 
warning, recently repeated by 
President Daniel L. Marsh of Bos- 
ton University who said, "Any- 
thing that trammels or restricts 
individual initiative, independence 
or self reliance leads inevitably to 
loss of national freedom and de- 
mocracy." 

Speak to your legislators. If 
democracy is worth having, it is 
worth fighting for.

CAN WINCHESTER KEEP 
GOOD TEACHERS 



Editor of the Star: 

Winchester readers possibly saw- 
recently an article in a Boston 
newspaper to the effect that school 
committees generally may be blam- 
ed for the rising tax rates in Mass- 
achusetts cities and towns. Taking 
a few glaring examples of misman- 
agement, the journalist would have 
no regard for the tax paying public. 

Studies by responsible educators 
have shown (1) that school com- 
mittees not financially dependent 
on nor subservient to city and town 
officials do a better job in long 
term planning and running the 
schools than when dependent; (2) 
that school committees, with few 
exceptions, have been concerned 
with a community's ability to sup- 
port schools; (8) that school com- 
mittees, in most cases, can show a 
wiser use of public money than 
other departments of government. 

The Winchester School Commit- 
tee, elected directly by the people 
and responsible to them, has so 
conducted the school affairs during 
the last five years that school ex- 
penses have shown an increase of 
only two- tenths of one per cent in 
the proportion of Town revenue 
used. 

Why then is there an increase in 
current school expenditures? The 
cheap dollar is responsible for this. 
In 1939 the dollars purchasing 
power was $1.00; in January of this 
year it was 02 cents. Cheap dol- 
lars mean more dollars for school 
supplies, fuel, repairs, and teach- 
ers' salaries. In addition to the 
problem caused by the increase in 
living costs, the schools have had 
to compete with business, industry, 
the military service, and other 
school systems to get and keep a 
high calibre of teachers. 

The salary median for Winches- 
ter women teachers in 1939-1940 
was $1700; today it is $3100. On 
the basis of the current dollar's 
value, the purchasing power is 
$1922. How much actual increase 
has that teacher received? 

The salary median for Winches- 
ter men teachers in 1939-1940 was 
$2500; today it is $3700. On the 
basis of the current dollar's value, 
the purchasing power is $2294, ac- 
tually a decrease of $206. 

Winchesters staff consists of 105 
teachers. Since 1940-1941, one 
hundred and sixty-three teachers 
have left for one reason or another, 
an annual turnover of about 
twenty per cent. That is excessive 
and costly. It affects instruction 
and requires the time of the Super- 
intendent and principals to find and 
hire new teachers. Who pays? 
The tax payer? Yes - and the 
children. 

The schools have been criticized 
for not teaching some of the work 
well. What causes this? Two 
things - poor teachers, or good 
teachers working under poor con- 
ditions. Poor conditions may be 
caused by lack of books and teach- 
ing materials, too much interfer- 
ence by out-side interest, and class- 
es that are too large.

FROM THE OFFICE OF THE 
COLLECTOR OF TAXES 

During the course of the year 
many questions are asked pertain- 
ing to Motor Vehicle Excise tax 
bills. These questions are more or 
less general in character such as 

"Why do I receive another bill 
every time I change my car?" 

"Why is my bill larger this year 
than last and I still have the same 
car ? 

"When I turn my old car in what 
do I have to do to obtain an abate- 
ment?" 

"When do I have to file a request 
for an abatement?" 
Etc. - Etc. 

As those same questions may be 
in the minds of many people who 
have not contacted the office of the 
Collector of Taxes the following in- 
formation is presented as a public 
service. 

At the time the" Registry of Motor 
Vehicles receives an Automobile 
Insurance certificate a card is 
made out in his office containing 
certain definite information, es- 
pecially the name of the munici- 
pality where the car is garaged. 

These cards are forwarded to the 
office of the Commissioner of 
Corporations and Taxation where 
the value of the car is recorded. 
The cards are then assorted by the 
name of the municipality, where 
the car is garaged, for distribution 
to the local Board of Assessors. 

Upon the receipt of these cards 
the board of Assessors enter the 
excise tax according to the valua- 
tion as entered by the Commission- 
er of Corporations and Taxation. 

The Board of Assessors forward 
to the Collector of Taxes a com- 
mitment sheet showing the name 
and address of the car owner, make 
of car and amount of excise. 

From the commitment sheets the 
bills are made out in the office of 
the Collector of Taxes and for- 
warded to the car owner. 

The excise rate in 1948 was $38.- 
07 per thousand and in 1949 is 
$41.32 or an increase of $3.25 per 
thousand valuation. 

Every time a car is registered 
the car owner will receive a Motor 
Vehicle Excise bill. 

When a car is turned in or sold 
the car owner is entitled to an ab- 
atement. 

Application for abatement of 
Motor Vehicle and Trailer Excise 
must be filed with the Board of 
Assessors within six months of the 
date on excise bill or of the date of 
the sale or transfer of the motor 
vehicle or trailer, but in any event 
not later than January 31 of the 
succeeding year. No abatement 
may reduce the excise collected to 
less than $2.00.

Winchester High won the first 
game of their annual series by 
defeating Woburn High by a score 
of 44 to 40 at the local gym iast 
Friday night.

| Mrs. Marshall W. Symmes, presi- 
dent, presided, and at the business 
session, three changes in the As- 
sociation's by-laws were voted up- 
on. 

Beautiful flower arrangements 
by Miss Dorothy Nash graced both 
speaker's and refreshment table. 
Pourers were Mrs. James B. Wil- 
I ling and Mrs. G. R. Barrett, as- 
j sisted by Miss Edith Caverly, Mrs. 
John Chipman, Mrs. Carl Siedhof, 
Mrs. Richard Wyman, Mrs. Fulton 
Brown, Mrs. Loring Nichols. 

As a speaker, Mis. Samoiloff 
held the audience's complete at- 
tention as she entertained them 
with anecdotes of theatre life, 
facts and foibles of stage people 
and stage designers whom she 
knows, and of some of her own per- 
sonal experiences in the theatre. 
There were many chuckles as she 
' told of her role as one of the nuns 
I in "The Miracle" some years ago--- 
but the chuckles did not blind the 
audience to the fact that here, 
within an amusing lecture, was a 
wealth of information about the 
stage, its people, its function, its 
growth. 

Mrs. Samoiloff, who had secured 
the fabulous staire and costume 
sketches for this March exhibit 
from designers who included many 
personal friends, told how some of 
the sketches had been obtained---of 
visits to the designers and their 
studio. As she talked, one could 
almost see the immaculate Brown- 
stone home of David Folkes, or the 
quaint brick house overlook inir the 
Hudson --- in charming disorder 
but with an exquisite view — of 
Woodman Thompson. It was quite 
like meeting Norman bel Geddes, 
to hear of his designs for "The 
Miracle," and of his incredible mo- 
desty in choosing to remain back 
stage when curtain calls were given 
....modesty that made him faint 
with stagefright when he actually 
did face an audience! 
! "The scenery designer has a 
three-fold problem," the speaker 
went on, seriously. "The physical 
limitations as to the play itself and 
, the small space allotted to him by 
the time and place of the play; ex- 
pression in terms of beauty limited 
by the play, the playwright and the 
producer; the need to give a psy- 
chological impression or picture, 
through design, which will help 
create a mood for the players and 
carry out that mood to the best 
advantage. The costume designer, 
in turn, must create costumes for 
the characters which will help ex- 
press their characters or moods in 
the play." 

Mrs. Samoiloff touched on the 
history of setting in the theatre, 
from the Greek pageants which us- 
ed the magnificent architecture of 
the temples as background, to the 
that architecture for its plays, to 
the stage designs of Gordon Craig 
in the 1920's.

The audience, some of 
whom were old friends of the late 
Dudley Murphy, were glad to hear 
that Jones and Oenseager (one of 
the exhibitors) had studied under 
Mr. Murphy at Harvard.

DANGEROUS TO 




The following rules and regulations, made under the provisions of 
Section 31, Chapter 111, of the General Laws, shall supersede all rules 
and regulations heretofore adopted by the Board of Health of Winches- 
ter, Massachusetts, relative to diseases dangerous to the public health 
and the control thereof. 

Regulation 1. Definitions. The following words and terms as used 
in these regulations, unless a different meaning is required by the court 
is or specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 

A. Householder. The head of a family or person in charge of a 
house as hereinafter defined. 

B. House. Any dwelling or place of human habitation including 
school dormitories, hospitals, asylums and institutions, whether public 
or private, lock-ups and jails. 

C. Carrier. A person who, without symptoms of a disease dan- 
gerous to the public health, harbors and may disseminate the specific 
microorganisms of that disease. 

D. Contact. Any person known to have been sufficiently near an 
infected person or animal to have been presumably exposed to transfer 
of infectious material directly, or by articles freshly soiled with such 
material. 

E. Placard. An official notice, written or printed, posted as a 
warning of the presence of a disease dangerous to the public health on 
the premises or in the apartment or room so placarded. 



F. Quarantine. The restrictions to the premises, house or apart- 
ment of materials and persons that presumably have been exposed to 
a disease dangerous to the public health. 

G. Isolation. The restriction that no person in any house as defin- 
ed herein or any certain portion thereof subjected thereto by the Board 
of Health, shall leave such house and that no person except physicians, 
nurses, and clergymen in attendance upon such person therein and 
authorized health officers shall enter such house, and that no person 
shall remove or aid in removing any persons or any articles therefrom, 
unless and until permitted by the Board of Health. 

Regulation 2 — Reporting Contagious Disease. A householder who 
knows that a person in his family or house is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or any other infectious or contagious disease declared by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, dangerous to the public 
health, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Board of Health, and 
without delay report in writing to the Board of Health, stating the name, 
age and sex of the person so afflicted, the name and nature of the disease, 
the time when the person was taken sick, the exact location of the house 
and room occupied by the sick person and from whom milk and cream 
consumed by the sick person were obtained. Any physician who knows 
that any person whom he attends is sick as aforesaid shall also give such 
notice and make such report. If the attending physician shall promptly 
give the notice in writing hereby required, the householder may be ex- 
cused therefrom. Blank forms for this purpose will be furnished by the 
Board of Health and their use is desired but t^\e failure to obtain them 
shall not excuse householder or physician from complying with this 
regulation. 

Regulation 3. Reporting of illness suspected of being due to con- 
sumption of food. Every physician and every superintendent or other 
person in charge of any school, hospital, institution, dispensary, labor- 
atory, labor camp or other camp, who shall have knowledge of the oc- 
curence of a number or group of cases of illness believed to have been 
due to the consumption of food, shall report the same immediately, by 
telephone or telegram, to the Board of Health. 

Regulation 4. Control of carriers. No person found to be harbor- 
ing typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery or other pathogenic intestinal or- 
ganisms may engage in a food-handling capacity until it is demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Health that the said person no longer 
harbors the organism. 

Regulation 5. Removal of Quarantine Notice. No person shall 
without the permission of the Board of Health remove, obliterate or de- 
face a placard which has been placed on premises in which there is a 
disease dangerous to the public health. In the event of the removal, 
obliteration or defacement of such placard, the householder shall im- 
mediately notify the Board of Health. 

Regulation fi. Isolation and quarantine requirements. The follow- 
ing shall be the minimum requirements for isolation and quarantine of 
diseases dangerous to the public health:

: posed parts of the body or in the mouth, and are employed in any occu- 
pation requiring regular, direct contact with other persons, such as bar- 
ber, hairdresser, manicurist, waiter, waitress, nursemaid, domestic, etc., 
shall be reported by name, address and occupation, to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health, unless the physician will assume responsibility 
that the patient discontinues such occupation until the lesions are healed. 

i>. Patients with open tuberculosis should in most cases receive san- 
atorium treatment, both for the benefit of the individual and the protec- 
tion "f his family. Those who remain in their homes shall observe all 
precautions necessary to prevent infection of the members of their fam- 
ilies and of others with whom they may come in contact. This shall in- 
clude approved methods of collection and disposal of the sputum, the 
sterilization <>f any articles <>f clothing and of toilet articles which may 
become contaminated by the sputum, the use of separate dishes and eat- 
ing utensils and proper sterilization of the same. The patient should 
sleep in a separate room. For details concerning precautions in home 

' care a pamphlet of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health en- 
titled "Hume Care of Tuberculosis Patients" is available. 

As soon as a diagnosis of tuberculosis has been established, arrange- 
ments should be made for the examination, including an X-ray of the 
chest, of all members of the immediate family and of other persons with 
whom the patient has been in close contact. If the family cannot afford 

: X-ray examination by a private physician, facilities are available 
through the various state, county and municipal sanatoria. Persons 
with suspicious findings and those who have had contact with a tuber- 
culous patient should be kept under medical observation as long as 
advised by the physician. It is the responsibility of the local board of 
health to provide hospital care for cases of tuberculosis, when needed, 
and to see that contacts are examined where such examinations have not 

I been made through a private physician. 

When a case is reported the public health nurse representing the 
board of health should visit the patient's home. She should instruct the 

! family in the sanitary precautions described above, see that arrange- 
ments are made for the examination of contacts and if necessary provide 

I transportation to the place where they are to be X-rayed, and should aid 
the patient in obtaining admission to a sanatorium if this has been 

, recommended by his physician. 

j Thereafter, the nurse should make visits to the home at least once in 
j six months to determine whether the patient has moved, whether the 
| above-mentioned precautions are still being observed, and whether any 
new measures are needed to control the spread of the disease. If the 
patient has moved to another town or state, the Local Board of Health 
should be notified. In cases where the physician wishes to exercise com- 
plete supervision, the nurse should obtain such information from him. 

The only acceptable reasons for the board of health failing to exer- 
cise the supervision outlined above are: refusal of the family physician 
to permit periodic visits by the nurse; or placing of the patient's name 
on an "inactive list" as a result of examination including X-ray. 

No person who has or has had tubercle bacilli in the sputum' or other 
bodily discharges shall be allowed to engage in teaching, nursing, dairy- 
ing, or occupations involving food handling or the care of children until 
he has received a certificate from the board of health stating that his 
employment would not be dangerous to the public health. 

7. Poisons living in a family in which a case of tuberculosis exists or 
has existed within two years, and whose occupations involve food handl- 
ing or contact with children, shall be required to have an X-ray of the 
chest to determine whether they shall be allowed to continue' in such 
occupations.

t. All of the above diseases except five should be reported to the 
local board of health. The five exceptions (chancroid, gonorrhea, gran- 
uloma inguinale, lymphogranuloma venereum and syphilis) should be 
reported directly to the State Department of Public Health on special 
forms, provided upon request. 

3. Food handlers living in a household where a case of typhoid, 
cholera, bacillary dysentery or paratyphoid fever exists shall be excluded 



from their occupation as long as they continue to live in the same house 
in which the case exists, and thereafter until freedom from infection, as 
judged by clinical and laboratory evidence, has been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the Local Board of Health. Food handlers living in a 
household with a recovered case which continues to excrete typhoid 
bacilli after convalescence shall be excluded from their occupations un- 
less they have been inoculated with typhoid vaccine within two years. 

4. Contacts shall be quarantined until three weeks have elapsed from 
the date of last exposure unless immunized by a previous attack, by a 
recent successful vaccination, or showing the immune reaction.

SUPER HIGHWAY DISCISSION 

Through the interest of Mr. Wil- 
lam ('. Cusack of Lakeview road a 
large group of Winchester property 
owners met on Sunday afternoon at 
the Music Hall in Rangely to listen 
to an explanation of the new 
"Master Highway Plan" now in the 
forefront of interest in Boston and 
most suburban towns and cities.

The Pond 
will be filled in through its middle 
to Lake street, where the high- 
way continues on to the outskirts 
of Wobum. 

In opening the meeting Mr. 
Cusack outlined its purpose and in- 
troduced William H. Buracker of 
Grassmere avenue, former chair- 
man of the State Committee and 
Commissioner of Public Works, 
under whose direction the plan was 
conceived and formulated.

Thomas A. Kirwan of 30 Glen road, 
was only a long stride behind 
Mealey, Cornell's brilliant sopho- 
more middle distance star, when 
the latter won the 1,000 yard event 
at the Ivy College Heptagonal Meet 
in the Boston Garden last Satur- 
day evening in the record-shatter- 
ing time of 2m. 12.8s. 

Kirwan, running for Penn., was 
caught in 2m. 12.9s., also under the 
old mark of 2m. 13.8s. The former 
Winchester track star and Mass- 
achusetts State 880 yard champion 
ran sensationally for a boy who has 
had little experience at 1,000 yards, 
his time placing him among the 
first three runners of the nation 
for the distance. 

Tom won the 1,000 in the Penn- 
Princeton meet with a 2m. 18.9s 
performance. He drew a much 
faster time trial at the Hep meet 
than Mealey, having to run in 2m. 
17s. while the Cornell star was 
able to go much slower.

Spectacles '.' i A green form 
somewhere.)

Next! Cough? (Pad of special 
prescription forms.) Hood after- 
noon! Corsets? (Oh! Certificate 
to he written out in accordance 
with Hoard of Trade regulations, i 

Next! Mure coal? (Special 
Ministry of Fuel pro forma.) 

Good afteinoon! Milk? Yes. 
Special huff form and Ministry 
circular on symbols.) Good after- 
noon! 

Yes, that is what the practice of 
medicine in this country has come 
to now - 30, 40, 15 patients to the 
hour; and it will have to be stepped 
up in the winter time. 

What Chance? 

I have talked to doctors in the 
industrial North-Wcst who. since 
July ">, have organised their "sur- 
geries" to dispose of |u to 45 pa- 
tients an hour. 

What chance have they of prac- 
tising 1 medicine under such condi- 
tions? None! Absolutely none, 
and they know it. The system 
forces it on them, and fur many of 
these men, who at one time took 
a keen interest in their work there 
is no escape. 

Other doctors tell me that in- 
creasinK panel and clerical work 
now spread to over 90 per cent of 
their patients, they have little in- 
terest left in their work and have 
come to regard the practice of me- 
dicine simply as a means of making 
a living and seek their interests 
outside their professional work. 

The hospital out-patient depart- 
ment affords further evidence of 
how the practice of medicine must 
deteriorate under nationalisation. 

More patients attend, and wait 
longer in out-patient clinics: yet 
many need never have been refer- 
red to hospital if their own doctors 
had simply had time to hear their 
stories and examine them: that is, 
carry out the work for which doc- 
tors are trained. 

More and more under such sys- 
tem must the hospital out-patient 
clinic take on the work of the 
general practice in the country: for 
fault again lies not in the individ- 
ual practitioner hut in the system. 

How can a doctor attempt to di- 
agnose and treat cases when he is 
overwhelmed by demands for mass 
certification for financial benefits 
and scarce commodities? 

In a purely private practice, on 
the other hand, I never see more 
than four patients to the hour, fre- 
quently fewer, and many a patient 
needs an hour's hearing if he or she 
is t<> be helped. Such eases become 
more and more common under the 
strain of lowering standards of 
living. 

What TO I).. 

Twenty years ago. in a great 
Scottish hospital where my father 
and many relatives had walked the 
wards before me, they taught me 
the art of my profession. 

I learned the paramount need for 
time and patience in the investiga- 
tion of disease; how a patient must 
he allowed to tell the story of his 
illness; how the rest of the story, 
if necessary, must be extracted 
from him, without asking leading 
questions; how all this should be 
noted in his case history: and how 
important it is to record his past 
illnesses, the health of his family, 
how he works and plays, what lie 
eats and drinks - in short, all that 
may have a bearing on his illness. 

This must he followed by a care- 
ful examination of the patient 
symptom by symptom and in a pro- 
portion of cases, further investiga- 
tion beyond this is neccessary. 

Believe me, if we an- to nmke 
progress in medicine, individually 
and as a profession, cadi doctor 
must be allowed time to devote to 
his cases. 

Medicine becomes more complex 
and. incidentally, more absorbing- 
ly interesting every year, yet more ' 
than 80 per cent of the students 1 
there now are destined to become I 
general practitioners, shackled to : 
this soul-destroying system of cer- 
tification, which will allow them no ! 
time ever to practise what they are i 
being taught now. 

On Borrowed Time 

Far better a six-month ap- ! 
prenticeship at a post office where 
they woud learn how to carry out i 
such work. 

Small wonder that practically no 
doctors' children are entering' the 
profession now: what men and 
women will take up this work in 
future ? 

It has been suggested that the 
State doctor may counter this sit- 
uation by limiting the number of 
patients he takes on his list and 
leave himself some time free from 
clerical duties to practise his pro- 
fession. 



Yes, but let me introduce you to 
a personal budget known to me 
well. Before the war your average 
doctor in private practice received 
by fees about £1,500 a year (in re- 
turn for which he could give all 
his time and undivided attention to 
the care of his patients i. About a 
fifth of that went to meet the ex- 
penses of running: his practice, 
leaving an income of about £1 ,200 
a year. 

Then came the war, which meant 
a captain's pay of about £600 a 
year, and many expenses continu- 
ing Hack to practice at £800 a 
year, rising year by year to per- 
haps I'l.fiOO - but in' the face of 
practice expenses rising steeply. 

And now nationalisation and an 
immediate fall in earnings to £1,- 
loii - £1,200 a year, but with prac- I 
tice expenses still about t'Sim a 
yea i — an income of £400 a year 
to live on, with the pound devalued 
to 6s. and school fees alone 
amounting' to more than that fig- 
ure! 

How can our budget by balanced 
in this new era? Only by seeking 
a list of thousands of State pa- 
tients; yet 4,000 would mean only 
an actual income about £1,500 a 
year i still a considerable drop from 
a pre-war £1 ,200).

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE OR 

PRIVATE MEDICINE 

\ „ 

Editor of the Star: 

First came the draft animal; 
then the wheel and carriage. These 
were followed by the locomotive, 
the automobile, and now. jet pro- 
pelled airplanes. A similar, sharply 
demarcated sequence of events can 
■ t be traced in the development of 
i medical science. 

During medieval times, brutality, 
i ignorance, and superstition were 
for centuries the chief character- 
istics of the medical man Treat- 
ment by a physician was far more 
likely to kill than to cure. Hos- 
pitals were breeding places of in- 
fection and plague. If you had a 
had cold, you were liable to be put 
in a hospital bed with four or five 
other people - - dying, perhaps 
dead, of everything from typhoid 
fever to childbirth. When you had 
a slight wound, the doctor' poured 
boiling oil in it to avoid infection. 
During an operation, you were held 
struggling on a table by burly at- 
tendants instead of being given an 
anesthetic. When you fell ill, your 
doctor dosed you with bitters, rock 
salt, violets, beet root, cinnamon, 
and crocodile dung. Powdered 
mummy substance possessed spe- 
cial healing properties, - - Egyptian 
mummies being considered superior 
to the mummy substance made in 
France from bodies stolen from the 
gallows. The Unicorn's horn was 
a highly prized remedy, but an ex- 
pensive one. - - a specimen being 
worth $75,000.00. Stones or con- 
cretions, formed in the intestines 
of some animals, usually iroats. 
were supposed to prevent despon- 
dency, all kinds of poisoning, and 
snake bite. Moss, not ordinary 
moss, but moss scraped from the 
skull of a criminal who had been 
hung in. chains, possessed miracu- 
lous curative properties. A mix- 
lure of horse dung in white wine 
was prescribed for Cardinal Riche- 
lieu as he lay on his death-bed. -- 
and the Cardinal drank it ! 

Not many years ago, during the 
ace >'f the frock coat and stovepipe 
hat. not all physicians were grad- 
uates of medical schools! A 
neophyte expressed his desire to be 
ti physician, became apprenticed to 
a doctor, attended a few lectures, 
and. in a relatively short time, en- 
caged in the active practice of 
medicate in his own right. A 
diagnosis often was made by mere- 
ly looking at the tongue. A doc- 
tor entered the sick room, sniffed 
about with legal head held high, 
and exclaimed in a pontifical voice 
"1 smell fevei!" In the eyes of 
many patients, this made him a 
very wise doctor indeed. Doctors 
wi re judged by their stature and 
presence. Medical acumen was at- 
tributed generously to tall, impos- 
ing practioners. 

The turning point came with the 
great medical advances of the lat- 
t. i half of the |9th century. The 
scientific era of the healing art 
•began with Rudolf Virchovv, a Ger- 
man pathologist, who first laid 
down the theory of disease. He 
wrote voluminously on public hy- 
giene, the reform of medicine, epid- 
emics and endemics, statistics of 
morbidity and mortality, hospitals, 
military medicine, school hygiene, 
criminal law. forensic medicine, and 



the cleaning of cities. Then fol- 
lowed Pasteur in bacteriology, Lis- 
ter in surgery, and Osier in med- 
icine; while Madame and Pierre 
Curie discoverd radium and Roent- 
gen the X-ray. 

Subsequent to and in keeping 
with these medical advances, the 
American Medical Association 
rated the medical schools and hos- 
pitals, broadened the medical cur- 
riculum, demanded a medical de- 
gree, established approved intern- 
ships and residencies in the special- 
ties of medicine, and. in general, 
steadfastly improved the stand- 
ards of the medical profession. As 
a result, the American Medical As- 
sociation has given to the Amer- 
ican people the greatest system of 

medical care not enjoyed by any 
Other nation. The American people 
are the healthiest in the world. In- 
fant mortality has been reduced 
and life expectancy lengthened. 

If socialized medicine or govern- 
ment controlled medicine under any 
other name becomes a reality, the 
high quality of medical care which 
the American Medical Association 
has so zealously guided and guard- 
ed will undergo regressive meta- 
morphosis. Inevitably a double 
standard of medicine will become 
available the American people. 
Patients cared for by socialized 
doctors ari' very apt to receive in- 
complete studies, snap diagnosis, 
and inefficient care because of the 
much heavier patient load that 
each doctor wil! be forced to carry 
under the "free" medical system. 
The terrific strain of such a prac- 
tice will demoralize a physician, 
stunt his professional development, 
blunt his medical initiative, and, 
finally, reduce him to the "pill- 
pusher" level. On the other hand, 
the well to do patients will consult 
physicians who remain unencum- 
bered by socialization and will con- 
tinue to receive a high grade of 
medical care. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion is fully cognizant of the econ- 
omic distress encountered by many 
people, because of general infla- 
, nonary tendencies, during seizures 
of serious and prolonged illnesses. 
' In order to lighten the financial 
burden in such times of medical 
need and to alleviate the fear of 
financial impotence if such an event 
should occur, the American Medical 
Association encourages the sub- 
scription by the general public of 
Blue Cross and Blue Shields, both 
voluntary prepayment systems. 
These plans are not compulsory, 
allow the patient free choice of 
physician, maintain the confidential 
and almost sacred relationship be- 
tween patient and doctor, and. 
above all, do not engender imper- 
sonal, assembly line type of medical 
care. 

The lines are drawn! The issue 
is clear! Would you relinquish 
your sleek automobile or airplane 
to ride an ox-cart? Would you 
give up the present, high grade 
cpiality of private medical care to 
accept a "tree" hut taxation paid 
and inferior medical service?

Kditoi of the Star: 

The letter of Margaret llaag in 
this weeks Star has prompted me 
to indulge in a letter to the editor. 
1 have never felt that these argu- 
mentative letters on the editorial 
page were very valuable but there 
are some insinuations in her letter 
that should not go unchallenged. 

In thi' first place the overwhelm 
ing majority of doctors are con- 
vinced that the socialization of me- 
dical care would greatly decrease 
the quality of that care. The pro- 
paganda of the American Medical 
Association has been severely criti- 
cized by many doctors because it 
has been inept, inadequate and has 
allowed the tax supported pro- 
paganda of the leftist groups to 
steal the headlines and entirely 
misrepresent the situation. 

I do not have any figures on the 
mortality rates for Sweden except 
the crude death rates. In 1947 it was 
10.8 in Sweden and 10.1 in this 
country. It is often impossible to 
make fair comparison by statistics 
from different count l ies where the 
conditions of life and classifica- 
tions of disease are different. I do 
however happen to have available 
from a paper which I prepared the 
statistics on infant mortality and 
maternal mortality in the United 
States from 192(1-1044. Over this 
period of time the maternal mortal- 
ity decreased over 70' ; and the in- 
fant mortality under one year of 
age over 50' - I very much doubt 
that any other country can show as 
good a record. Moreover the de- 
crease has been pretty steady. We

GROWTH OF DISTRICT 
NURSING * 



Today's work of the busy district 
nursing staff, under the capable di- 
rection of Mrs. Jane H. Lord, di- 
rector, with visits to all types and 
classes of homes in the town, help- 
ing in all types 0 f illnesses and em- 
ergencies, is the fifty year result 
of a project started by a few wom- 
en half-century ago. On an after- 
noon in February 1899, a group of 
civic-minded members of the •'Fort- 
nightly'' met at the home of y, •>. 
Stephen Thompson, and formed a 
much-needed Nursing Association. 
A board of officers was formed, a 
constitution adopted, and by the 
end of that first year, it had a 
membership list of 143 members 
and 65 subscribers. (In those days, 
the Association's only financial aid 
came from three-dollar member- 
ships -- today it has assistance 
from the Community Fund. i 

For transportation to homes in 
the town, Kelley and Hawes loaned 
the nurse the use of its cabs, and 
managers of the electric roads 
supplied her with passes A small 
local store allowed quarters for 
the nurses and was kind enough to 
take messages for her. The STAR 
did much to make known to its 
readers the needs of the district 
nurse, and helped greatly in secur- 
ing many of the items needed to 
start a small "office." Thus, with 



one nurse at a salary of $50 a 
month, and with the faith of the 
townspeople behind it, the District 
Nursing Association was born. 

By 1912, the Association's needs 
had grown so that a house was 
rented, equipped for a hospital — 
and the house which once stood on 
the corner of Washington and 
Lincoln streets became the first 
Winchester Hospital -- dedicated 
on March. 8. 191L'.

COMMITTEE RESTATED 

Horace Mann, the first Secretary 
of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Education in his Fourth Annual 
Report said. "The close connection 
of the sohoolhouse with the cheer- 
fulness and health of children, 
with their symmetry of form anu 
length of life; its intimate relation 
to their habits or order, cleanli- 
ness and punctuality; its powerful 
influence on intellectual progress, 
on manners and temper, ami thru 
temper on conduct and character; 
its prerogative of deciding the 
question, whether the school shall 
be a place of attraction or repul- 
sion to the young, from the day of 
their earliest associations with it; 
its power to further, or to baffei 
all the plans of a good teacher; and 
its being the pride or the op- 
proprium of the district where it 
stands ; — all these considerations 
have been so earnestly and loudly 
urged, that there can scarcely be 
an individual in the State whose 
ears they have not reached."

For that reason it seems un- 
wise to build a Junior High School 
wing predicated upon the principle 
of "joint use of facilities" when 
such use may never materialize.

REPORT OF THE WEST SIDE 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 



Editor of the Star: 

At the annual Representative 
Town Meeting of March 11, 1948, 
it was voted, "that the sum of 
Three Hundred Forty Thousand 
Dollars $340,0001 he and hereby is 
appropriated for the purpose of 
constructing and originally equip- 
ping and furnishing a new school 
house upon the land acquired for 
school purposes in 1037 on Andrews 
road, Samoset road and Kmerson 
road. 

To meet said appropriation, the 
Town Treasurer be and hereby is 
authorized and instructed to sell 
such portion of the bonds in the 
Post War Rehabilitation Funds of 
the town as is necessary to obtain 
from the proceeds Two Hundred 
and Ten Thousand Dollars ($J10,- 
00(1). 

One Hundred and Thirty Thous- 
and Dollars ($130,000) shall be 
raised from the available funds in 
the Kxcess and Deficiency Account. 

The construction, original equip- 
ment and furnishings of said school 
house shall be undertaken and car- 



ponds. The highway goes up Horn 
Pond Brook Valley near Middlesex 
street into Woburn. 

A great deal of property, includ- 
ing many houses, will have to be 
taken. There will be three en- 
trances to this parkway in Win- 
chester - one at Pond street near 
the F.dison plant which will draw 
all the traffic in from Woburn and 
that district, one at Lake street 
where the Town Barn is now situ- 
ated, and one at Bacon street. 

This express highway will depre- 
ciate the value of a large part of 
Winchester. Winchester will re- 
ceive no benefit from it. In fact 
it will be a serious menace to our 
town. Winchester is one of the 
most beautiful and well-governed 
residential town in Massachusetts 
and many people wish to come here 
on that account. If this highway 
is constructed many people own- 
ing beautiful places will move 
away and Winchester will change 
as Brookline has changed from a 
town of residences to a sleeping 
place for Boston. It is unfortun- 
ate that the planners of this ex- 
press highway did not take into 
consideration that it would be of 
no value to Winchester. 

If something isn't done immedi- 
ately to acquaint the citizens with 
this monstrosity it will be forced 
on us, good-bye to good old Win- 
chester. It is now up to the Board 
of Selectmen and the Planning 
Board to acquaint everybody with 
this serious menace. Unless Win- 
chester starts a campaign of objec- 
tion we are done for. Nothing has 
ever so menaced the prosperity of 
Winchester as this scheme. 

I have presented the facts as I 
know them. Now it is up to the 
citizens of Winchester to do some- 
thing about it.

Dr. Edward Russell Murphy, a 
veteran of both World Wars and 
former Winchester dentist, died 
Saturday night. March 12, in a 
hospital on Staten Island. N. Y., 
following a short illness. He had 
been away from Winchester for 
the past live years, but formerly 
had practiced his profession here 
and in Boston, being widely 
known. Flags on the Common and 
town buildings were displayed at 
half -staff in his honor. 

Dr. Murphy was born February 
28, 1890, in Tottenville. N. Y.. son 
of Edward E.. and Adelaide ( Rus- 
sell I Murphy. His mother died 
when he was a baby, and he lived 
with his grandparents in New- 
York until he was 12 years old. 
then joining his father, who had 
married again, and his stepmother 
in Chelsea and coming with them 
to Winchester in 1906. The family 
first lived on Park road and later 
on Manchester road. After his 
marriage June 20, 1923, to Ger- 
trude H. Harrington of Arlington 
he lived for a time on Park avenue 
and later for 13 years on Salisbury 
street. 

Dr. Murphy graduated from 
Chelsea High School and from the 
Harvard Dental School in 1912. 
He practiced dentistry in Winches- 
ter, being active in the social life 
of tin- town as a member of both 
the former Calumet and Winches- 
ter Country Clubs.

IT OFFER TAKES 21 
ARS TO ARRIVE 



The National Geographic So- 
ciety has just received a reply 
to a letter written 21 years ago. 

With it came a sealed bottle of 
stratified volcanic ash, gathered 
soon after the cataclysmic erup- 
tion of Alaska's Mount Katmai in 
June, 1912. 

Here is the .story:

Back in 1928 Mrs. H. W. Jack, 
of Seattle, Washington, wrote the 
Society that she had collected the 
ush while on a visit to Kodiak not 
long after the eruption and would 
like to present it to the Society. 
The offer apparently was prompt- 
ed by the work of the several ex- 
peditions sent by the Society to 
the Katmai area to study the ef- 
fects of the volcanic explosion. 
One of the expeditions discovered 
the Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes, now a national monu- 
ment. 

Mrs. Jack's offer was promptly 
accepted by the Society, but she 
never replied to its letter. 

The long-delayed answer just 
received came from her daughter, 
Mrs. Lan Ketcham, 1553 Inter- 
laken Boulevard, Seattle, Wash- 
ington, who. as a little girl, had 
been with her mother at Kodiak 
when the layers of ash were ob- 
tained and sealed in a bottle. 

Mrs. Ketcham explained she had 
just come across the letter in the 
effects of her parents, both now 
deceased. She said that a long 



series of illnesses began in the 
family at about the time the So- 
ciety's letter arrived, and her 
mother evidently had never got 
around to sending the ashes. Now 
she was making good her mother's 
promise. 

Mrs. Ketcham is being informed 
of the Society's appreciation and 
the ashes probably will be included 
in some future exhibit here. 

The eruption of Katmai volcano 
is rated among the greatest known 
to man. It showered a foot of 
ashes on towns hundreds of miles 
away. The quantity of dust 
thrown into the air seriously dim- 
inished the intensity of sunlight 
throughout the entire Northern 
Hemisphere for several months 
afterwards.

Reluctantly, but with no alter- 
native in view of today's rising 
costs, the Winchester District 
Nursing Association has voted to 
increase the fee per hourly visit 
;>f the visiting nurse to two dollars 
per hour, or any part thereof, and 
one dollar for any additional half 
hour, effective April 1. 

The vote was taken at the 
March meeting of the Association, 
held at the home of Miss Margaret 
('upland, 6 Norwood street, last 
Friday morning, at which every 
hoard member was present. 

At the present time, many Dis- 
trict Nursing Associations in other 
towns have had to raise their cost 
visit - - Boston has been charg- 
ing two dollars for some time now 
- - and all other Nursing Associa- 
tions are facing this problem of 
rising costs and eventual raise in 
charges. 

In making the increase to two 
dollars in Winchester. Mrs. Donald 
11. Powers. President of the Asso- 
ciation, points out that all Win- 
chester's costs have been carefully 
analyzed by experts, and that the 
increase must ho made to coyer 
costs' of this Led Leather organ- 
ization. Mis. Powers stresses a 
vital fact for townspeople - - that 
"Winchester District Nursing is 
V'i|' a charity organization. It 
exists fot all people in all income 
brackets. Those who can afford 
to pay the established fee are ex- 
pected to do so. Those who can 
• only port of the fee will -til! 
t.i' entitled to the nurses' visits.] , 
and those who can pay nothing will '' 
certainly never he refused aid 
from the district nurse." 

Mrs. Jane H. Lord, executive 
director, told the hoard on Friday 
that each time the visiting nurse 
picks up her bag to make a visit 
to the patient, - -it is costing the 
Winchester District Nursing Asso- 
ciation a little over two dollars. 
In raising the rate per visit at this 
time, tin- Association is doing 
much to cover its costs." 

Office visits, however, will re- 
main the same, one dollar. 

Mis. Lord also told the hoard on 
Friday of the visiting nurse's 
"comfort fund". This "fund" 
(now quite low, alas!) is built up 
by grateful and generous patients 
who call on the visiting nurse - - 
grateful for the comfort and relief 
her visit brings - - instead of pay- 
ing her the established fee, insist 
on giving her "a little extra for 
herself." The muse doesn't, of 
course, keep the "little extra for 
herself". She turns it into the 
"comfort fund". And that little 
secret fund has been used many, 
many times by the nurses, for 
needs of the less fortunate pa- 
tients. 

Thus in the day of the visiting 
nurse, going from homes where 
the maid opens the imposing front 
door to the small cottage where 
several boisterous youngsters 
greet her, there are many little 
dramas that seldom reach the pub-

With the detail of the floor plans 
decided upon, the architect proceed- 
ed to complete the preliminary 
eighth scale plans and outline spe- 
cifications.

It should he remembered that 
the auditorium is included primar- 
ily as an essential requisite for 
school purposes; in addition it 
should prove a great asset to the 
town's people outside of its use by 
the school. The Committee feels 
that the town is definitely in need 
of an adequate auditorium for town 
meetings, musical and theatrical 
performances, lectures and other 
types of civic programs. The plans 
provide for an attractive auditori- 
um, a professional stage, good ac- 
coustical qualities, adequate venti- 
lation, a lobby, check rooms, and 
such other facilities as are neces- 
sary to make this portion of the 
project a municipal building of 
which Winchester may be proud. 
The Building Committee is in ac- 
cord with the Facilities Commit- 
j tee's proposal that his portion of 
the addition might well be erected 
as a memorial to the residents of 
Winchester who gave their lives 
in World War II, and suggests that 
a suitable tablet be placed in the 
entrance hall of the auditorium.

They are a very essential 
part of the whole project, 
j As to the cost of the proposed 
plan, it is always difficult to obtain 
definite information without actual 
bids. The Committee had distri- 
I buted eighth scale plans and de- 
tailed .specifications to three se- 
parate reliable firms which had 
done school building work with 
which members of the Committee 
were familiar. From these esti- 
mates, the Committee was assured 
that the proposed plan could be car- 
ried out at a total cost, including 
building, euipping, furnishing grad- 
ing, and architect's fees, not in 

excess of $1,030,000. 



It should he pointed out that this 
estimate does not include the cost 
of any tunnel connecting the Junior 
High School with the Senior High 
School, it being the opinion of this

This is the proposal for the 
Junior School Addition which our 
Committee believes will meet the 
considered requirements of the 
Town.

The proposed plan meets with 
the approval of the School Admin- 
istration authorities and the School 
Committee. We therefore unanim- 
ously recommend that the Town 
take appropriate favorable action 
to proceed with the plan as present- 
ed. A set of two sketches, a plot 
plan and five floor plans are at- 
tached hereto to be included as part 
of this report.

Months of exacting study, in- 
volving scrutiny of 100,000 solar 
photographs, have estahlished that 
scientific observations of the May 
11148 eclipse of the sun developed 
data of outstanding importance. 

This was disclosed today by the 
National Geographic Society which 
sponsored the multiple expeditions 
that photographed the eclipse last 
spring along a 5,320-mile arc 
stretching from lower Burma to 
the stormy Aleutians. 

Much more research work re- 
mains to he done on the material 
amassed, hut the following results, 
are indicated: 

1. The geodetic triangulation 
surveys of Southeast Asia have 
been linked up with those of Japan 
and Korea. 

2. New data have been develop- 
ed on intercontinental distances be- 
tween North America and Asia. 

3. Mankind's knowledge of the 
size and shape of the earth will be 
enhanced. 

B-29"s Save Day 

A report on the eclipse operation, 
prepared for the March issue of the 
National Geographic Magazine, re- 
veals that two specially-equipped 
B-2»'s provided by the Strategic 
Air Command of the V. S. Air 
Force were the heroes of the oc- 
casion. 

Bad weather largely thwarted 
two ground parti"s of scientists as- 
signed to the Aleutians, but the 
Superforts in a spectacular per- 
formance climbed out on top of a 
many-layered overcast to obtain 
the observations bearing on inter- 
continental distances. 

The original B-29 flight plan 
. ailed for working at about 10,000 
feet, normally sufficient altitude to 
clear the weather ••roof" of the 
Aleutians. E-Day, however, prov- 
ed a disagreeable exception to the 
meteorological averages, and the 
big planes were forced to climb to 
29,000 feel --- more than five miles 
— for good weather. 

The eclipse photographic run 
was made with outside tempera- 
tures registering 68 degrees below 
zero (Fahrenheit i. In the thin at- 
mosphere of the upper air the ribs 
of the transparent camera domes 
cracked and buckled with explo- 
sive reports because of the wide 
pressure difference between the in- 
side of the plane. Fortunately, 
however, none of these specially 
constructed blisters gave way. 

What prompted the use of the 
Superforts was the belief that the 
development o{ Shoran (Short 
Range Navigation) equipment had 
reached the p< nt where it could be 
put to work fof the astronomer. 
And the test demonstrated that the 



equivalent ground positions of i 
speeding airborne planes could he 
plotted with scientifically satis- '■. 
factory accuracy. Thus the mis- I 
sion was a trail-blazing perform- : 
ancc in the eyes of astronomers. 
Nine Teams Participated 

Besides the air and ground 
teams in the Aleutians, five other 1 
expedition groups operated from 1 
ground stations in Asia. These 
parties were stationed at Mergui, 
Burma; Bangkok, Siam; Wukang, 
China; Onyo, Korea; and Rebun 
.lima, Japan. 

The may 8-9 eclipse was recorded ' 
by photographing it on 35-mm. mo- 
tion picture film, with the film's 
sound track registering the one-pcr . 
second ticks of chronometers. 
This was for the purpose of ac- 
curately timing the progress of the 
various phases of the eclipse. In 
all, some 1011,(1(10 individual movie 
photos or "frames" were secured. 

A preliminary verdict on the out- 
come of the complete undertaking 
is contained in a progress report 
submitted to the Society's Com- 
mittee on Research after :i study of 
the photographs and intricate com- 
putations. 

"Results are better than meteor- 
ological predictions would have led 
us to believe," it states. "Most of 
the stations had some measure of 
success, and five of them produced 
results of great value, namely, 
Mergui, Bangkok, Rebun, and the 
two B-_'.i's." 

New Technique For Future 

The article in the current issue 
of the National Geographic Ma- 
gazine sees the performance of the 
B-29's foreshadowing a new role 
for aircraft in future astronomical 
observations. 

"Aircraft have been used in the 
past for observing and photograph- 
ing eclipses." the article notes, "but 
the data obtained lacked precise 
value because the plane's constant- 
ly changing position in the sky 
could not be plotted continuously 
in terms of equivalent positions on 
the surface of the earth below. 

"The success of the airborne op- 
eration (over the Aleutians I hence 
takes on notable significance, for 
it promises to provide scientists 
with "eclipse insurance' for the ex- 
peditions that will be studying 
solar blackouts in years to come. 

"In the past, astronomers have 
been tied to the ground because a 
stationary platform for instru- 
ments was believed necessary to 
obtain reliable data. 

"Now that the new aerial techni- 
que has demonstrated marked ef- 
fectiveness, scientists can plan on 
using the moving platform of the 
airplane to supplement or duplicate 
observations made from stationary 
platforms on the ground. More- 
over, the airplane gives them a 
veto over bad weather."

OPENING SESSION OF TOWN 
MEETING HELD 

Delegates Supported Finance 
Committee in Brush with Library 
Trustees 

A crowded hall turned out for 
the opening session of the limited 
town meeting last Thursday even- 
ing, lured by the possibility <>f fire- 
works developing in the discussion 
and action upon the various town 
budgets. On the whole the meet- 
ing ran smoothly, most appropria- 
tions being passed without debate, 
and many of those questioned be- 
ing disposed of after explanations 
by the Finance Committee or de- 
partment heads. 

One hundred and ninety-five of 
the 220 limited meeting members 
were present for the meeting, first 
to be presided over by the new 
moderator, Philip 1'. Wadsworth, 
who was given a round of applause 
as he hanged the gavel to open the 
session. 

Routine business was quickly 
disposed of and the meeting took 
up the fateful Article 5, under 
which departmental appropria- 
tions are voted. Following the 
custom of recent years the Moder- 
ator read the various motions in 
order, any one having a question 
in connection with the motion or 
appropriation having by a simple 
declaration that article deferred 
for further discussion. Those 
tides not questioned were ace pted 
together at the end of tin- Moder- 
ator's reading with Mr- McDonald 
questioning this , . ocedure as 
hasty and a good thing to dispense 
with next year. 

Principal opposition to the var- 
ious appropriations under the de- 
ferred articles came from Mr. Sa- 
raco and Mr. Hewis, who vainly 
attempted to effect economies in 
the Health Department and Snow 
and lee Removal budgets, while 
Mr. Saraco and Mr. Rotondi ques- 
tioned the wisdom of purchasing a 
four-wheel drive truck by the 
town. 

Mr. Dwinell, new chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, bore the 
brunt of the questioning of the 
Selectmen, with Mr. Fitzgerald 
briefly championing the purchase 
of the truck, and Mr. Symmes, 
chairman of the Board of Health, 
defending his department's budget- 
ary requests. 

After vainly attempting to have 
an overdraft for snow and ice 
last year taken from the Fxcess 
& Deficiency account instead of 
revenue, Mr. Saraco asked permis- 
sion to address the meeting and 
warned the delegates that their 
prodigality in municipal expen- 
ditures will result in a tax rate so 
high many citizens, particularly 
veterans, will he driven out of 
town. 

Mr. Dwinell explained that ar- 
rangements have been completed 
to have the town's garbage trucked 
out of town to its "last resting 
place" in Woburn, Mrs. McDon- 
ald's expressed hope that the res- 
ident 8 m tnt ' vicinity of the gar- 
bage house at the town yard will 
not have to live through another 
summer with conditions as they 
have been, bringing a vehement 
denial from the "old war-horse". 
Mr. Craughwell, that there had 
ever been any odor from the gar- 
bage in the yard.

NEW SCHOOL NAMED FOR 
LEADIVG CITIZEN 

The new school in the west side 
hill district was on Monday even- 
ing b»" vote of the limited town 
mee'.ng named the Lewis Park- 
h- rst School in honor of one who 
,ias been a leading citizen of Win- 
chester since he came to town as 
principal of the high school in 

1XK2. 

He served five years in this 
capacity before being persuaded by 
his follow townsman, the late Ed- 
win (imn of Rangely, to associate 
himself with Ginn & Co.. publish- 
ers, of which he became before his 
retirement treasurer and director 
of manufacturing. He made Ginn 
& Co. a leader in the field of schol- 
astic publishing, and he himself 
has been a leader in many fields. 
A graduate of Dartmouth College! 
in the class of 1878, he served as 
an alumni and life trustee of the 
college from 1908 until his retire- 
ment in 1941. He holds the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from his alma mater, to which he 
gave Parkhurst Hall in 1911 in 
memory of his older son. Wilder, 
who died at Hanover at the begin- 
ning of his sophomore year in col- 
lege. 

In Winchester Mr. Parkhurst ! 
has played a leading civic and 
philanthropic role. He was a lead- 
er in the movement through the 
years to beautify the town's water- 
ways, has served as chairman of 
the Committee that built the high 
school and was also on the com- 
mittees which built the old Mystic- 
School and the Unitarian Church. 
He gave an organ to the church 
and a library to the high school, 
and after serving as chairman of 
the town's World War I Memorial 
committee paid for nearly all of 
the expense involved in the execu- 
tion and erection of the statue 
which stands on the high school 
grounds. He also played a prom- 
inent part in the campaign which 
removed the mortgage from the 
new Hope Baptist Church some 
years ago. 

Mr. Parkhurst served the State 
as senator in the General Court 
and has been a tireless worker for 
prison reform. It was largely 
through his continued efforts that 
the State finally erected the tine 
prison colony in Norfolk, in which 
Mr. Parkhurst has taken the 
greatest interest and to which be 
gave a library for the prisoners. 

Mr. Parkhurst lives in his tine 
old home on Oak Knoll, a stone's 
throw from Symmes corner. He 
numbers his friends among resid- 
ents of all walks in life and from 
every race and creed.

Schools Referred to Committees. 
West Sitle School Named for 
Lewis Parkhurst 

Another big crowd was on hand 
for the first adjourned session of 
the limited town meeting Monday 
night, with both galleries tilled to 
overflowing and a large gathering 
at the rear of the delegates section 
and in the small town hall. One 
hundred ninety-six precinct mem- 
bers attended. 

The only action taken on the 
much discussed articles covering 
proposed additions to the Mystic 
and Junior High Schools was re- 
ferring them to committees to- 
gether with consideration of en- 
larging and modernizing the high 
school or erecting a new high 
school building. 

Much of the meeting was devot- 
ed to school discussion, but those 
who came to the meeting expect- 
ing a battle between the school 
proponents and the economy 
minded oh the school program 
were doomed to disappointment. 
There was some debate, but it was 
far from acrimonious, and left one 
with the feeling that things had 
been pretty well decided before the 
meeting began. 

Mr. Speers championed the 
School Committee's motion askimr 
for the appointment of a Commit- 
tee to prepare plans and secure 
estimates for an addition in the 
Mystic School, reporting to a 

special town meeting to be called 

May 15, at which tune Mr. Spoers 
expressed the hope thai the neces- 
sary funds for the election of the 
addition would be voted so that 
work could start at once. 

Mr. Speer spoke strongly of the 
urgency of the Mystic School prob- 
lem and expressed the School I !om- 
mittee's unanimous opinion that 
the enlargement of tjie present 
building is an absolute necessity 
to meet the increased school popu- 
lation expected in the district serv- 
ed by the school as the result of 
greatly increased building there. 

Prof. Bartlett of the School 
Committee reinforced Mr. Speer's 
arguments with lantern slides of 
grafs calculated to show school 
load and population trends in the 
Mystic area as a means of driving 
home the necessity for an imme- 
diate addition to the school. There 
was no opposition, and the meeting 
voted to establish the Mystic 
School Addition Building Commit- 
tee of five members, one from the 
School Committee, chosen by it, 
and the other four to be appointed 
by the Moderator, the committee 
to prepare plans and secure estim- 
ates for a five class-room and 
two kindergarten room addition to 
the present school. The Commit- 
tee is to have $5,000 from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund to spend 
and is to report with its findings 
and recommendations at a special 
meeting May 15.

TELEPHONE COMPANY 
APPEALS TO SUPREME COURT 

Joe E. Harrell. President of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company issued the follow- 
ing statement in connection with 
the recent order of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Utilities. 

"After careful consideration of 
the order issued by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Utili- 
ties late Friday afternoon, March 
IS, the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company is con- 
vinced that it cannot continue to 
operate effectively under the order. 

"This order denied the Company 
any increase in revenues. In fact 
revenues would be reduced. The 
rates permitted are only 5 percent 
above the rates established in 1925 
and are wholly inadequate in the 
light of our increased labor and 
material costs. 

"The Company has proceeded 
with postwar telephone construc- 
tion and development to meet the 
needs of telephone users through- 
out the Commonwealth. It has hir- 
ed large numbers of employees to 
carry on this work. It recognized 
the need for increased telephone 
rates as this work progressed and 
placed before the Department of 
Public Utilities all the evidence re- 
quired to support the urgent need 
for increased revenues. 

"To safeguard the financial in- 
tegrity of the Company and permit 
it to meet the telephone needs of 
the people of Massachusetts, the 
Company is appealing to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court."

There was a bit more debate on 
the proposed Junior High School 
addition. Mr. Fitzgerald, report- 
ing for the Junior High School 
Addition Building Committee, read 
a carefully prepared and dispas- 
sionate report of the Committee's 
activities over the past year, of 
its meetings with the School Com- 
mittee and the School Facilities 
Committee, and of its final plans 
fur the Junior High School, which 
incorporated the desires and rec- 
ommendations of both of these 
groups, as well as the convictions 
of the Junior High School Addition 
Building Committee. 

He introduced a motion asking 
for the appropriation of $1,030,000 
to build an addition to the Junior 
High School, to include a cafeteria 
and auditorium, class rooms and a 
general remodelling of parts of Un- 
building to house the 7th, 8th and 
9th grades of a *<-'i-'A school system 
recommended by the School Com- 
mittee and Superintendent of 
Schools. 

Mr. Speers, speaking for the 
School Committee. sought to 
amend this motion by substituting 
the sum of $(500,000 for the larger 
amount, with the thought that the 
cafeteria and auditorium be omit- 
ted from the immediate plans. 

Mr. Speers stated that the 
amendment was favored by a maj- 
ority of the present School Com- 
mittee, though he admitted that 
past committees had favored the 
plan proposed by the Junior High 
School Addition Building Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Harold Farnsworth asked 
for a sense of the meeting vote as 
to whether the meeting wanted the 
School Committee's or the Junior 
High Building Committee's Plan, 
proposing that in the event the 
School Committee's plan was ac- 
cepted that $50,000 be voted a com- 
mittee to prepare plans and get 
"true bids" so as to avoid repeat- 
ing the mistakes made when the 
high school was enlarged and the 
committee in charge of the plan 
found it had insufficient money to 
carry out its proposed alterations. 

Mr. Cusack asked for the Fin- 
ance Committee's position in the 
matter, stating that he believed 
because of the conflicting ideas 
and failure of even the school au- 
thorities themselves to agree upon 
a plan all action should be de- 
ferred. 

Mr. Hennessey, reporting for the 
Finance Committee, pointed out 
the town, if it accepted the School 
Committee's plan would be spend-

ing approximately three times for 
an addition to the Junior High 
Building what the building cost 
new. He felt that because of the 
cost and the possibility of lessen- 
ing cost in the future, and also be- 
cause of the conflicting ideas 
among school proponents that ac- 
tion should be deferred and voiced 
the Finance Committee's recom- 
mendation of unfavorable action on 
both Mr. Speers amendment and 
Mr. Fitzgerald's original motion. 

This unfavorable action was also 
voiced for the Planning Board, by 
Mr. Hatch who admonished the 
various school factions to get to- 
gether on some single satisfactory- 
plan involving both the senior and 
junior high schools and then face 
the necessary program to carry 
out this plan. 

Both Mr. Speers amendment and 
Mr. Fitzgerald's motion were de- 
feated on voice votes that were 
not even challenged, there being 
no room for doubt. 

The meeting then established the 
High School and Enlarged Junior 
High School Building Committee 
of eight citizens, two to be chosen 
by the School Committee from its 
membership and six to be appoint- 
ed by the Moderator. This com- 
mittee is to study the question of 
putting both schools in adequate 
condition, to prepare plans and se- 
cure drawings and estimates, re- 
porting to the town on or before 
the next annual meeting. 

The remainder of the meeting 
was pretty much routine. The 
town voted permission for the Se- 
lectmen to go ahead with last 
year's plan to erect a garage and 
service building at the town yard, 
at a cost of $59,800, this sum being 
appropriated last year with addit- 
ional money for a garbage house, 
which now is not to be built in 
accordance with wishes of resid- 
ents of the vicinity, the town gar- 
bage being trucked out of town as 
it is collected. 

It was voted not to install man- 
ually operated traffic lights at the 
intersection of Park avenue. Swan- 
ton and Washington streets, Mr. 
Dwincll explaining that having an 
officer on duty during peak traffic 
there is affording better protection 
than the proposed lights. 

The meeting failed to support 
the Committee on Names in its 
recommendation to name the new 
West Side School the Indian Hill 
School, the report being read by 
Mr. Rowe. Mr. Craughwell pro- 
posed the name of the Lewis Park- 
hurst School to do honor to Win- 
chester's long-time leading citizen 
and former high school principal, 
pointing out a few of his many 
benefactions to the town and enu- 
merating some of the deviltry for 
which the Indians of the district 
were noted. 

Mr. Cull en favored the Park- 
hurst name and reminded the 
meeting that the principal Indian 
of this town, Hannah Shinners, 
owed her claim to fame to the 
fact that she got drowned in the 
Aberjona while drunk. Mr. Ro- 
tundi and Mr. Hewis hoth spoke 
in favor of the Parkhurst name and 
the meeting voted for an amend- 
ment to so name the school, intro- 
duced by Mr. Hewis. 

The meeting voted the usual 
authorization of cemetery funds 
for the embellishment of Wildwood 
Cemetery, appropriated SI 8,000 for 
the reconstruction of Forest street 



from Washington street to the 
Stoneham line as a Chapter 90 
project with the State and County 
reimbursing the town for a part 
of the expense, and established a 
committee to look into the possib- 
j ility of having committee chair- 
men and town officers hold office 
through town meetings in which' 
articles with which they have been 
concerned are to be considered. 

The meeting elected Mrs. Eliza- 
beth C. McDonald as director of 
the town's participation in the 
ciinty aid to agriculture program 
in Middlesex County, succeeding 
Mr. George Franklin, who adorned 
the office last year. The sum of 
Son was voted for her use. 

Street layouts for Arlington 
street, Andrews road, Emerson 
toad. Indian Hill road, Samoset 
road, Henry street, North Gate- 
way, Canterbury road, and Town 
Way, as proposed by the Select- 
men wcri' voted at a cost of $112,- | 
(100.00, with $65,000 to be trans- 
ferred from the Excess and De- 
ficiency account. Mr. Rotundi, un- , 
successfully attempted to amend 
the motion so as to let the con- 
struction work out to bids, being 
opposed by Mr. Ihvinell for the 
Selectmen, Mr. Hennessey, for the, 
Finance Committee, Mr. Saraco 
and Mr. Cullen. 

The meeting passed three appro- 
priations under Article 5 deferred 
at the first meeting voting $40. - 
234.40 for Parks and Playgrounds, 
to include resurfacing two tennis 
courts at Leonard Field; $2,485.00 
for Recreation and $52,994.00 for 
Water Maintenance. 

Cpon the usual motion by Mr. ; 
Howe the meeting adjourned at 
10:58 o'clock until Thursday even- 
ing.

Oratory of the finest degree and 
choral music <>f the highest order 
were featured at Winchester High 
School Auditorium on Thursday 
evening, .March 17th. when St. 
Mary's Holy Name Society spon- 
sored an address by Rev. Joseph 
A. Robinson PhD., LL.D., noted 
traveler, lecturer and orator. Pr. 
Robinson is Pastor of St. Stephens 
parish in Boston and is Catholic 
Chaplain at State Prison. The So- 
ciety also sponsored the appear- 
ance of the Boston College Choral 
Croup who arranged a musical 
program done in excellent fashion 
with numerous encorsjs of Irish 
flavor and others. Their final en- 
core was a medley of Boston 
College songs that were very stir- 
ring to the audience. 

Of Father Robinson, the fact is 
that it is hard to put down on 
paper the proper tribute that 
should be paid to this most elo- 
quent speaker! Launching into 
his discourse entitled "Faith and 
the Iron Curtain". Fr. Robinson 
took the assembled listeners be- 
hind the Iron Curtain of Hungary 
and Jugoslavia and denounced 
Communism to the hilt. He nar- 
rated how first Archbishop Step- 
inac. then Cardinal Mindzenty and 
high ranking Churchmen of the 
Protestant Faith were put on trial. 
Fr. Robinson stormed at the treat- 
ment these men of God had re- 
ceived and are still receiving 

The speaker paid tribute to St. 
Patrick, the Apostle of Ireland, 
and urged his listeners to imitate 
the faith and courage for which 
this great man is noted. He then 
discoursed on the "Iron Curtain" 
of self that many place around 
themselves to preclude any assis- 
tance or friendship for one's fel- 
low-man. 

Then followed a line clear orat- 
orical talk on crime, penal systems, 
judges, steps leading to crime, lack 
of home influence, bad parents, no 
family life, children shifting for 
themselves and no religion. 

Fr. Robinson eloquently plead- 
ed for understanding foi inmate-, 
released from prison so 'bat they 
can take their place in society once 
more and announced the formation 
of the Guild of Our Lady of Ran- 
som, a society which will under- 
take to aid these unfortunate men 
and women to take tin a new p ac< 
in life with a friendly hand help- 
ing them. Money and books and 
clothing is needed. He cited on • 



itary confinement asked for books 
on engineering and plugged bard 
while serving his term and is now 
a first class engineer in another 
state. Rooks allotted to prisoners 
now are hopelessly out of date and 
antiquated, Fr. Robinson asked 
his listeners for books on Elemen- 
tary Law if there were any on 
hand to spare. 

The Guild will assist in locating 
jobs for released men and women 
prisoners. Society spends much 
money to incarcerate these who 
have gotten on the wrong track. 
It is to be hoped that society will 
come to the fore and spend as 
much to rehabilitate these people 
also. Looking after the families 
of these people while the father or 
mother or son or daughter is 
another function of the Guild. 
Many prominent people are align- 
ing themselves with Fr. Robinson 
for this work while many others 
are offering their support in what- 
ever way they can. 

Fr. Robinson summed up his re- 
marks by stating that the cure for 
an unprincipled world, the com- 
munist, crime and the egotist is 
Jesus Christ.

The 
trustees asked raises scaling down 
from a top $800, arguing that pay 
inequities have long existed in the 
library in view of the education 
and training required of its em- 
ployees, who in the trustees' opin- 
ion' should be paid at the same rate 
as teachers. 

The Finance Committee recog- 
nized the problem of inequality in 
library pay. but felt the high 
raises asked by the trustees to be 
excessive and likely to be damag- 
ing to the morale of other em- 
ployees. No one in town history 
had gotten a raise of $800. and the 
raises recommended for the lib- 
rary staff by the Finance Commit- 
tee' approximated 15 to 17 percent 
as against about five percent for 
teachers. They were willing to go 
along on raises approximately 
fifty percent of what the trustees, 
asked.

Against a golden background of 
jonquils and forsythia in gold bas- 
kets, massed white amaryllis on 
the stage, the colorful dinner cele- 
bration "f the Winchester District 
Nursing Association's 5.0th birth- 
day was celebrated Tuesday eve- 
ning in Parish Hall, First Congre- 
gational Church. The occasion was 
made three-fold eventful by a 
"backward glance into the nursing 
story of Winchester 50 years ago," 
related by Mrs. James Russell, by 
an impressive birthday cake with 
50 candles, escorted into the hall 
by Mrs. Richard Morrow and Vir- 
ginia Symmes in the old and new 
nursing uniforms, and by the gift 
of a beautiful silver teapot to the 
association by Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Hickey - - the same teapot 
which the early Association pre- 
sented to Mrs. Coit, its first Presi- 
dent. 

Speakers on the program fol- 
lowing the excellent roast beef 
dinner, were Mrs. Russell, Mrs. 
Donald H. Powers, and Dean 
George K. Makechine of Sargent 
College. Mrs. William A. Kugler 
was the gracious presiding officer. 
Thus the program had four high- 
lights, all much enjoyed by an au- 
dience of doctors and their wives, 
civic leaders, clergymen, business 
men, women who had served on the 
District Nursing Board in the past, 
guests from nursing boards in oth- 
er towns, and Miss Sophie Nelson 
of John Hancock Life Insurance. 
Mrs. James Russell 

Many men and women in the au- 
dience Tuesday evening, had been 
looking forward to hearing Mrs. 

Russell the former Charlotte 

Skillings when she first came 
onto the Board. And when she 
rose to speak, the entire audience 
rose in tribute to this wonderful 
woman who has done a great deal 
of good for her town and its people, 
and who although she humorously 
calls herself a "rare bird - - a sur- 
vivor of that first District Nurs- 
ing board" - - - is held in deep af- 
fection by all who have worked 
with her in the years of the Nurs- 
ing association. The dinner could 
almost have been called a tribute 
to this lady, as well as to the As- 
sociation which she helped estab- 
lish. 

It wouldn't be fair to quote Mrs. 
Russell, and on paper one could 
not put down her wit anil charm, 
as the Anniversary audience felt 
it. She told of people who had 
built up the District Nursing and 
the Hospital here, of the early task 
of the Winchester women in build- 
ing both. "In those days of the 
three dollar memberships," Mrs. 
Russell added, "new board mem- 
bers were put on the finance com- 
mittee - - and went after new mem- 
bers. One put on white gloves, 
took calling cards, and made little 
visits to other ladies. Oh yes, it 
was a pleasure to get memberships 
in those days!" 

Mrs. Russell, sometimes tears in 
her voice, sometimes laughter when 
she and Dr. Richard Sheehy re- 
called the early days, said "The 
dream of the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation was to have a hospital as 
a health center in Winchester, with 
our nurses training others for the 
service, our doctors on call. It is 
STILL the dream of our Associa- 
tion - - - to have a public health 
center in our town." 

Mrs. Donald H. Powers, Presi- 
dent of WDNA, who followed Mrs. 
Russell on the program, explained 
the set-up of the nursing staff to 
the audience, told of the many 
daily calls from all types of pa- 
tients, and of the work of the 
Board, its associate members, ad- 
visors and trustees. 

Dean Makechnie 

Dean George K. Makechnie, in a 
brilliant talk that was enjoyed by 
everyone present, frankly stated 
that the public health and visiting 
nurses today must have not only 
excellent nursing background and 
technical training, but must have 
the knowledge that that mainten- 
ance of health rests on sociological, 
psychological and emotional in- 
sights - - - and must minister not 



only to the patient's bodily ills, but 
very often to his mental upsets and 
his problem in his environment. 

"The trend today is toward co- 
ordinated organization in the 

towns, with health teams 

public health education has gone 
into the schools, from kindergarten 
to college it follows the student. It 
helps to develop emotional stability 
along with health to equip the in- 
dividual for bis living." The speak- 
er drew a graphic picture of com- 
munity cooperation for positive 
health as the goal ahead. 

Dean Makechnie traced the grow- 
th of nursing, from the Crimean 
was that gave the world a Florence 
Nightingale, to the Civil war that 
showed our nurses needed better 
training in organized nursing 
schools to equip them for their 
tasks. After the Spanish Ameri- 
can war. American learned that 
reserve nurses were needed in this 
country - - - World War I with its 
high number of draft rejections, 
showed the need of public health 
services in towns and cities, and 
the public health nurse was en- 
couraged in her work. World war 
II had shown the necessity for cer- 
tain nurses now to be trained as 
teachers and supervisors, with oth- 
er nurses to carry on the ministra- 
tion to the sick as advances in me- 
dicine demand more and more skill. 
Still another trend today is to train 
other young women to assist the 
trained nurses in order to free the 
trained from routine work such as 
trays, bed-making, etc.
